WHEREAS  there  was  this  day  read,  at  the  Board,  thehumble  me- 
morial of  Sir  George  Baker,  Bart.  Phyfician  to  their  Majefties,  and 
Prefident  of  the  College  or  Commonalty  of  the  Faculty  of  Phyfic  in  London, 
fetting  forth,  that  the  faid  Prefident  and  College  have,  with  great  care,  pains, 
and  induftry,  revifed,  corrected,  and  reformed,  a book,  by  them  formerly 
published,  intitled,  Pharmacopoeia  Collegii  Regalis  Mcdicorum  Londinenfis, 
preferibing  and  divedfing  the  manner  of  preparing  all  forts  of  medicines  therein 
contained,  together  with  the  true  weights  and  meafures  by  which  they  ought 
to  be  made  ; which  book  is  now  perfected  and  ready  to  be  publilhed  and,  it  is 
conceived,  will  contribute  to  the  public  good  of  his  Majefty’s  fubjedts,  by 
preventing  all  deceits,  differences,  and  uncertainties,  in  making  or  compound- 
ing of  medicines,  if,  for  the  future,  the  manner  and  form  preferibed  therein 
fhould  be  pradlifed  by  Apothecaries,  and  others,  in  their  compofitions  of  me- 
dicines. The  memorialift,  therefore,  moft  humbly  prays,  that  his  Majefty 
will  begracioufly  pleafed  to  enforce  the  obfervance  thereof,  in  fuch  manner  as 
to  his  Majefty  fhall  feem  meet.  His  Majefty  this  day  took  the  faid  memorial 
into  his  royal  confideration,  and,  being  defirous  to  provide  in  all  cafes  for 
the  common  good  of  his  people,  and  being  perfuaded  that  the  eftablifhing 
the  general  ufe  of  the  faid  book  may  tend  to  the  prevention  of  fuch  deceits 
in  the  making  and  compounding  medicines,  wherein  the  lives  and  health 
of  his  Majefty’s  fubjcdls  are  fo  highly  concerned,  hath  therefore  thought  fit, 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  his  Privy  Council,  hereby  to  notify  to  all  Apothe- 
caries and  others  concerned,  to  the  intent  they  may  not  pretend  ignorance 
thtreof,  that  the  faid  book,  called  Pharmacopoeia  Collegii  Regalis  Mcdicorum 
Londinenfis,  is  perfected,  and  ready  to  be  publifhed.  And  his  Majefty  doth 
therefore  ftridtly  require,  charge  and  command,  all  and  fingular  Apothecaries, 
and  others  whofe  bufinefs  it  is  to  compound  medicines,  or  diftil  oils  or  waters, 
or  make  other  extradts,  within  any  part  of  his  Majefty's  kingdom  of  Great - 
Britain  called  England',  dominion  of  Wales,  or  town  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed, 
that  they,  and  every  of  them,  immediately  after  the  faid  Pharmacopoeia  Col- 
legii Regalis  Medicorum  Londinenfis  fhall  be  printed  and  publifhed,  do  not 
compound  or  make  any  medicine  or  medicinal  receipt  or  prefeription,  or  diftil 
any  oil  or  waters,  or  make  other  extradts,  that  are  or  fhall  be  in  the  faid  Phar- 
macopeia Collegii  Regalis  Medicorum  Londinenfis  mentioned  or  named,  in 
any  other  manner  or  form  than  is  or  fhall  be  directed,  preferibed,  and  fet  down, 
by  the  faid  book,  and  according  to  the  weights  and  meafures  that  are  or  fhall  be 
therein  limited,  except  it  fhall  be  by  the  fpecial  diredlion  or  prefeription  of 
fome  learned  Phyfician  in  that  behalf. — And  his  Majefty  doth  hereby  declare, 
that  the  offenders  to  the  contrary  fhall  not  only  incur  his  Majefty’s  juft  dif- 
plcafure,  but  be  proceeded  againft,  for  fuch  their  contempt  and  offences,  ac- 
cording to  the  utrnofl  feverity  of  the  law.

COLLEGE  PREFACE. 


LMOST  half  a century  has  elapfed 


fince  our  predeceftors  executed  the 
fame  talk  we  have  now  undertaken,  no  lefs 
to  the  praife  of  their  judgment  than  their 
diligence.  If  medicine,  during  that  fpace, 
advanced  not  equally  with  other  ufeful  arts, 
it  received  many  valuable  improvements,  as 
well  from  the  induftry  and  difcoveries  of 
others,  as  from  thofe  more  particularly  who 
have,  of  late,  ftudied  Chemiftry  with  unufual 
zeal  and  penetration. 

As,  for  that  reafon,  it  became  our  duty  to 
examine  anew  the  common  inftruments  of 
the  art  of  healing,  we  thought  that  duty  re- 
quired us  to  employ  all  the  afliftance  which 
could  be  derived  from  modern  chemiftry ; 
and,  from  its  collected  light,  render  our 
work  more  clear  and  luminous.  It  was  our 
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principal  wifh  that  .every  chemical  matter, 
applicable  to  the  practice  of  Phyfic,  fhould 
be  introduced  by  us,  not  only  freed  from 
error,  .but  more  perfect  and  neat,  as  well  as 
more  fcientifically  digefted  and  arranged, 
than  had  been  uftial  among  us.  All  our  care 
was  not,  however,  fo  far  wafted  on  this  very 
difficult  part  of  our  work  as  to  negledt  other 
things,  or  only  touch  on  them  curforily  and 
by  chance ; as  the  compofition  of  each  Me- 
dicine ,was  feparately  and  carefully  weighed  j 
in  order  that  if  any  thing  was  found  deficient 
it  might  be  added, — if  too  much,  or  redun- 
dant, taken  away.  Nor  have  we  made  any 
fcruple  in  executing  this  duty,  to  cut  off 
whole  formulas  when  of  little  ufe,  and  to 
infert  others  more  ufe.ful, — in  fuch  a manner, 
however,  that  no  new  remedy  has  been 
fondly  adopted,  no  one,  in  conftant  ufe  and 
practice,  rejected. 

Great  care  has  been  taken  that  very  few 
traces  ftiould  remain  of  anile  fuperftition  5 
and,  if  any  thing  unneceflary,  or  of  little 
ufe,  be  fcattered  here  and  there,  we  have 
thought  it*  better  to  leave  our  fucceflors  to 
' - ” 3 * correct 
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correct  or  reject  it,  than  to  oppofe  erroneous 
opinions  too  pertinaceoufly — whilft  they  are 
innocent.  We  have  confulted  fimplicity 
wherever  in  our  power,  and  been  particu- 
larly careful  that  fuch  things  only  fhould  be 
compounded  as  commodioufly  unite  together 
and  tend  to  one  and  the  fame  delign.  Hence 
it  happens  that  fome  prodigious  and  enormous 
antidotes , which-  have  really  neither  bounds 
nor  intention,  and  are  made  up  of  fubffances 

collected  from  all  quarters,  and  oppofite  in 

/ 

their  virtues,  are  now  at  laft  difplaced ; — a 
manifeft  proof  that  neither  the  authority  of 
ancient  cuftom,  nor  reverence  of  antiquity, 
has  any  longer  too  much  dominion  over  us. 

The  ancients  were  miferably  occupied 
with  the  fear  and  the  correction  of  poifons, 
of  which,  however,  we  are  certain  they  were 
acquainted  with  very  few.  Far  different  in 
our  time  is  the  fortune  of  poifons ; for, 
medicine  feems  not  now  to  be  averfe  to  them 
as  to  inveterate  enemies,  but  to  have  brought 
them  over  to  its  party,  and  to  make  ufe  of 
them  as  allies  and  auxiliaries.  A few  of 
thefe  (which  we  have  ourfelves  tried)  we 
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have  enrolled  in  our  lift,  ready  to  adopt 
others,  if  faithful  experiment,  made  in  the 
cure  of  difeafes,  fhall  demonftrate  their  effi- 
cacy. — It  would  be  too  rafh  to  adopt,  as 
known,  what  has  not  been,  as  yet,  fuffi- 
ciently  explored. 

The  great  number  of  things  to  which  we 
have  given  names,  before  unknown,  and 
lately  formed,  may  perhaps  give  to  fome  an 
opportunity  to  find  fault ; lince  there  is 
fcarcely  any  one  who  does  not  more  willing- 
ly ufe  names  to  which  he  has  been  accuf- 

j 

tomed,  than  new  ones.  But  the  defign  of 
thefe  changes  is,  iirft,  that  fome  vain  and 
unmeaning  words,  derived  from  the  falla- 
cies of  the  old  Chemifts,  or  otherwife,  fhould 
fall  into  difufe  (as  much  as  poffible)  and 
into  oblivion  : 2dly,  that  each  compofition 

fhould,  by  its  title,  rather  fhew  what  it  is, 
than  for  what  intention  it  is  del'igned, — and 
of  what  principles  it  confifts,  rather  than  in 
what  cafes  it  is  ufeful,  or  to  what  parts  of 
the  body  appropriated  : and  laftly,  that 
no  remedy  fhould  be  concealed  under  a title 
which  does  not  belong  to  it.  With  regard 

to

to  the  names  we  have  arbitrarily  given  to  the 
three  alkaline  Salts , (of  which  one,  indeed, 
had  been  long  in  ufe,  and  the  other  two  are 
but  little  altered  from  their  common  appella- 
tion,) they  have  in  truth  fo  much  conveni- 
ence and  brevity,  that  they  may  juftly  claim, 
at  lead:,  the  excufe  of  Phyficians.  It  is 
not,  however,  to  be  denied,  that  fo  many 
novelties  muft  be  dilagreeable  to  thofe  who 
deal  in  medicines ; elpecially  at  firft,  and 
before  they  conceive  them  perfectly ; but 
that  difguft,  however  great  it  may  be,  will 
be  got  the  better  of  eafily,  ceal'e  of  itfelf, 
and  give  place  to  a ciiftom,  more  proper, 
more  p.leafant,  and  more  ufeful. 

We  are  not  ignorant  how  very  great  the 
difficulty  is  of  forming  a Difpenfatory  in 
every  refped:  complete  and  perfedt — nor  of 
the  little  reafon  there  is  for  hoping  it  would 
pleafe  all  mankind ; — we  pretend  not  to  un- 
dertake any  fuch  thing ; and  fhall  really 
congratulate  ourfelves,  if  the  trouble,  em- 
ployed for  the  public  health  on  this  work 
anfwers  in  fome  degree  the  purpofe  of  alle- 
viating the  evils  of  ficknefs,  and  rendering 
tfieir  cure  more  prompt  and  expeditious.

r~jPEIE  Tranflator  has  followed  the  plan 
of  Dr.  Pemberton,  as  being  that  gene- 
rally approved  by  the  Apothecaries. — He 
hopes  the  tranflation  is  faithful,  though  it  is 
perhaps  more  literal  than  was  always  necef- 
fary.  As  to  the  Remarks,  though  they  may 
be  to  fome  fuperfluous,  he  is  afraid  there 
are  too  many  for  whom  they  are  neither 
too  explicit  nor  too  numerous.  He  has 
been  perfuaded  to  mention  the  dofes  of 
medicines ; and  has,  in  fome  meafure, 
complied,  though  not  perfe&ly  with  his  own 
approbation ; as  the  fame  medicines  are 
given  in  various  dofes,  not  only  in  different 
difeafes,  but  in  different  circumftances  of  the 
fame  difeafe, 

P.  S,  In  the  laffc  and  prefent  Edition  an  account  is 
given  of  the  articles  of  the  Materia  Medica  lately  adopted ; of 
the  others  it  feemed  lefs  peccftury  after  the  experience  of  a 
century  cr  more.

r | HIE  College  finding  it  neceffary  to  re- 
print  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  zy38,  have 
thought  proper  to  revife  it,  and  to  corredjt 
fome  few  inaccuracies.  Several  Formulae 
alfo  are  added  : fome  are  materially  altered, 
and  the  names  of  a few  ofhcinals  changed 
for  others  more  fcientific.  The  tranflation 
of  the  work  by  the  late  Dr.  Healde  muft 
therefore  now  neceffarily  appear  very  difle- 
rent  from  the  original : — to  remove  this  in- 
convenience is  the  defign  of  the  prefent  Edi- 
tion. In  fome  inftanccs  I have  ventured  to 
alter  the  manner  of  the  lafh  tranflation ; but  this 
has  been  done  fparingly,  and  only  where  the 
fenfe  was  thought  to  be  obfcurely  exprefled 
the  remarks  I have  left  almoft  wholly  as-  I 
found  them,  although  fome  fcem  yet  to  bor- 
der upon  futility  : — the  few  additions  to  them 
of  my  own  will  probably  neither  diminifh  nor 
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extend  the  reputation  of  the  book,  and  there- 
fore need  not  be  particularly  diftinguifhed. 

As  the  pronunciation  even  of  the  mod 
common  technical  terms  in  medicine  is 
fometimes,  from  ignorance  or  cuftom  very 
barbaroufly  perverted,  I have  endeavoured  to 
afeertain  the  exadt  meafure  of  a variety  of 
words,  in  order  that  we  may  all  hereafter 
fpeak  the  fame  language  in  a fimilar  manner. 

I have  indeed  advanced  but  a very  few  paces 
towards  a perfedt  fyftem  of  medical  ortjio- 
logy ; — but  little  as  the  progrefs  is  which  I 
have  made,  it  will  probably  be  objedted  to 
me,  that  I have  performed  it  imperfedtly : — 
Words  of  uncertain  derivation  will  always 
be  meafured  by  the  arbitrium  loquendi  of  in- 
genious and  learned  men ; and  therefore 
when  no  etymology  could  be  traced,  I have 
availed  myfelf  of  the  friendfhip  of  fome  of 
the  firft  botanifls  of  the  prefent  age,  whofe 
decifion,  I truft,  will  be  thought  fufficient  to 
eftablifh  both  the  juftice  and  the  propriety  of 
any  doubtful  expreflion.  Some  few  words 
which  are  derivatives  from  the  Greek  may  alfo 
appear  to  be  improperly  marked : but  if  I could 
not  (which  I certainly  can)  produce  an  authority 

equal 
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equal  in  every  refpeft  to  any  which  is  adduced 
againh  me,  yet  I fhould  think  myfelf  fully 
juftified  in  fixing  the  quantity  according  to 
the  profody  of  the  Latin  language,  whenever 
the  word  has  as  it  were  been  admitted  into 
that  community,  and  by  common  confent  and 
cuftom  naturalized : — inftances  are  by  no  means 
■wanting  in  our  own  language,  where  we  for- 
get the  beauty  of  Grecian  meafures  in  the  har- 
mony of  Englifh  numbers ; and  we  cannot 
juftly  deny  that  licence  to  the  Roman  mufe, 
which  we  fo  freely  and  fo  conftantly  afTume. 

I am  fenfible  that  in  another  part  of  this 
work  I muh  be  under  a neceflity  of  requeu- 
ing almoh  an  unlimited  indulgence:  the  dif- 
ficulty of  fixing  the  quantities  in  medicine 
requires  much  greater  ability,  than  the  mea-

fures  of  words : the  variation  in  the  remedy 
itfelf,  the  difference  of  conftitutions,  the  pe- 
riod in  the  dileafe,  and  a variety  of  circum- 
ffances  influencing  particular  hates  of  the  ani- 
mal economy,  all  unite  in  rendering  any 
attempt  to  fix  the  dofes  of  medicines  very 
liable  to  doubt  and  contingency — Sheltering 
myfelf  therefore  under  the  protedlion  of  this 
uncertainty,  I truft  that  even  the  very  errors 

will 
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will  not  be  too  harftily  condemned.  Every 
medical  practitioner  muft  be  obliged  to 
confers,  that  he  has  occafionally  expe- 
rienced an  embarraffinent  in  apportioning  the 
dofes  of  fome  of  the  moft  common  remedies  ; 
we  may  eafily  therefore  conceive  that  the 
exhibition  of  an  unufual,  though  moft  effi- 
cacious, medicine,  may  frequently  be  neg- 
lected, becaufe  we  are  ignorant  of  the  quan- 
tity which  might  be  preferibed  with  fafety.  I 
am  not  difpofed  to  allow  that,  fince  Chemiftry 
has  made  fuch  great  and  valuable  additions 
to  the  Materia  Medica,  we  have  no  need  of 
a number  of  articles  which  the  fafhion  of  the 
prefent  times  almoft  difregards  as  ufelefs — 
for  the  perfeCt  knowledge  and  judicious  ex- 
hibition of  a few  aCtive  medicines  ought  not 
always  to  fuperfede  the  prudent  and  fuccefs- 
ful  practice  of  the  older  fchools — nor,  be- 
caufe the  indefatigable  perfeverance  of  man- 
kind has  explored  the  properties  of  a few  re- 
fraCtbry  fubftances,  and  rendered  even  poi- 
fons  medicinal,  fhould  we  forget  or  delpife 
that  pure  abundance  which  has  always  been, 
and  is  ftill  every  where  fupplied  by  the  boun- 
tiful* hand  of  nature.  Although  I greatly 

admire 
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admire  the  fcience,  and  much  efleem  every 
remedy  which  Chemiftry  prepares  for  us, 
yet  if  ever  this  doctrine  fhould  be  generally 
embraced  and  practifed,  it  may  at  laft  operate 
to  the  exclufion  of  all  other  remedies — be- 
coming rather  a fubjedt  for  painful  reflection, 
than  for  congratulatory  exultation. 

The  perfection  of  an  art  is  frequently . 
obftruted  by  the  Amplification  and  dimi- 
nution of  its  inftruments  : the  univerfal  ap- 
plication of  one  to  the  purpofes  of  all  may 
be  perhaps  a proof  of  ingenuity,  but  not 
altogether  of  prudence ; for,  where  many 
might  have  been  employed  with  greater  ad- 
vantage, but  are  neglected  merely  from  an 
habitual  attachment  to  the  eafier  exercife  <pf 
a few,  whatever  we  may  gain  in  expedition, 
we  fhall  lofe  in  excellence — facility  of  exe- 
cution alfo  fometimes  produces  indolence, 
which  is  too  often  the  prolific,  though  un~ 
fufpeting,  parent  of  ignorance.

IN  this  country  two  kinds  of  Weights  are 
employed;  with  one  we  weigh  gold  and 
filver,  with  the  other  almoft  all  other  wares. 
The  former  we  call  Troy-weight , the  latter 
Avoirdupois-weight .

the  Avoirdupois  only  43 7f  grains : that  is,  lefs  by  42^ 
grains:  fo  that  ten  ounces  Troy  are  almoft  equal  to 
eleven  Avoirdupois.  Now,  as  the  compofitions  of  the 
Tifpenfatory,  and  the  extemporaneous  prefcriptions  of 
phyficians,  are  adapted  to  the  T roy- weight,  it  is  evident, 
that,  if  the  ounce  and  half-ounce  Avoirdupois  are  em- 
ployed with  the  Troy  dram  and  its  fubdivifions,  the  in- 
gredients muft  be  taken  in  improper  proportions.  It  is 
to  be  lamented  that  the  Avoirdupois  weights  are  not  ba- 
nifhed  entirely  from  the  fhops  of  apothecaries.

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As  a pound  weight  of  fcarcely  any  liquor 
fills  the  meafure  which  we  call  a pint,  we  have 
every  where  diftindtly  marked  how  a fub- 
ftance  is  prefcribed,  whether  by  weight  or 
by  meafure  *.

And  with  refpedt  alfo  to  meafures,  funnels,

* The  precaution  above-mentioned,  though  highly 
neceflary  in  the  original  Latin  of  the  Pharmacopoeia, 
is  not  fo  generally  required  in  an  Englifh  tranflation. 
In  Englifh,  the  word  Pint  diftinguiflhes  the  Libra  by 
meafure  from  that  by  weight,  without  ambiguity.  With 
regard  to  the  ounce  and  its  divifions,  the  words  by  weight 
or  by  meafure  will,  in  this  Tranflation,  be  conftantly  in- 
ferted. 

+ The  propriety  of  this  and  the  following  injunction 
needs  little  proof. — It  is  certain,  that  even  the  fofter 
abforbent  fubftances,  rubbed  for  a Ihort  time  in  a bell-- 
metal  mortar,  ufually  fuppofed  not  liable  to  abrafion,  ac- 
quire in  fome  degree  a cupreous  quality;  as  appears  on 
the  affufion  of  volatile  alkali. — As  to  veflels  of  lead  and 
its  compounds,  the  danger  attending  their  ufe  is  univer- 
fally  known  and  acknowledged.

Whenever  we  ufe  the  words  specific 
gravity,  we  fuppofe  the  fubfiance  men- 
tioned to  be  of  a temperature  equal  to  55 
degrees  of  heat. 

* Although  the  heat  of  boiling  water  is  212  degrees, 
yet,  on  removing  the  veflel  containing  it  from  the  fire, 
its  heat  is  fomewhat  lefs;  and  as  the  word  fervens  is 
chiefly  ufed  in  the  directions  for  infufions  and  folutions, 
the  word  boiling  may  not  be  an  improper  tranflatiou 
of  it.

In  this  catalogue  of  Materia  Medica  I could  have  wiflied- 
to  have  omitted  the  hiftories  of  many  fimples,  which 
the  late  T ranflator  introduced,  thinking  it  better  that 
the  Reader  fhould  himfelf  confult  fuch  Authors  as 
have  written  profefiedly  upon  the  fubjeft,  than  to  ob- 
trude that  upon  him,  which  the  nature  of  the  work 
did  not  abfolutely  feem  to  require.  However,  as 
the  obfervations  are  very  ufeful,  and  have  been  made 
with  accuracy,  they  are  fuffered  to  retain  their  fitu- 
ation,  rather  as  a mark  of  refpeft  to  his  memory, 
than  under  any  impreffion  of  ftrifl  local  propriety.

This  is  a poifonous  plant,  an  extraft  of  which  was 
recommended  about  twenty-fix  years  ago,  by  Dr=  Storck, 
in  rheumatic,  venereal,  and  other  painful  complaints. 
He  gave  it  in  fmall  dofes,  mixed  with  fugar,  magnefia, 
he.  which  were  to  be  gradually  and  cautioufly  aug- 
mented. Haller^  ip  his  Hiji.  Stirp.  Helv.  had  fuppofed, 
from  a bad  figure  annexed  to  Storck’s  tra&,  that  the 
plant,  with  which  he  had  made  his  experiments,  was 
the  Lconitum  cammarum  Linn,  the  flowers  of  which,  ac- 
cording to  Murray , are  of  a paler  blue  than  thofe  of  the 

Aconitum 
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Aconitum  Napellus , and  the  helmet  much  longer.  Syji. 
Veget.  Linn.  1784,  p.504.  and  the  fuppofition  of  Haller 
has  been  repeated  by  Bergius . It  has  fince  however 

been  aliened  from  Vienna,  that  Storcle’s  plant  was  the 
Aconitum  Napellus , reprefented  in  tab.  38 1 of  Jacquin’s 
jl.  Aujl.  the  leaves  of  which  are  almolt  fmooth,  and  on 
both  fides  bright  and  fublucid;  by  which  it  may  be  dif- 
tinguilhed  from  the  other,  even  before  its  time  of  flow- 
ering, which  is  in  Auguft  and  September. — If  the  obfer- 
vation  of  Thielijch  in  the  Abhandl.  der  Hallifch.  naturf. 
JViJfench.  be  true,  viz.  that  the  Aconitum  is  efficacious 
principally  before  it  produces  Italks,  and  that,  after  the 
flowers  appear,  the  leaves  may  be  eaten  witli  impunity. 
■—July,  the  time  of  collecting  it  direCted  by  the  Pb. 
Dan.  is  not  perhaps  too  fopn.  Kampfer  employed,  in  the 
complaints  mentioned  above,  a tinCture  of  the  dry  plant 
in  proof-fpirit,  which,  he  fays,  is  of  a deeper  colour 
than  if  made  with  rectified  fpirit,  and  which  he  praifes 
piuch  in  the  Ail.

This  acrid  and  bitter  plant  grows  in  various  moun- 
tainous parts  of  Europe;  that,  however,  from  Bohemia 
and  Saxony,  is  preferred,  on  account  of  its  ftronger 
fmell,  Pharm.  Dan.  The  apothecaries  are  cautioned 
not  to  miftake  other  plants  of  fimilar  appearance  for  Leo- 
pard’s Bane,  luch  as  the  Hypochoeris  maculata,  ( Cojla ,) 
Hagens  Lehrb.  der  Apothekcrk , — or  the  Inula  Dyfenterica 
( Conyza  media  ajieris  jlore  luteo ) the  leaves  of  which  are 
oblong,  and  fomewhat  downy,  whillb  thofe  of  Leopard’s 
Bane  are  rather  oval,  entire,  and  ribbed  like  plantain. 
Ph.  Dan. 

It  has  long  been  in  reputation  in  Germany  as  a refol- 
vent  of  coagulated  blood,  and  generally  given  after  contu- 
fions  and  internal  bleedings ; from  its  fuppofed  good  effefts 
in  which  cafes  it  has  been  called  the  Panacea  Lafjorum. 
It  was  praifed  more  than  a century  ago  by  Fchr , in  the 
Eph.  N.  C.  nor  has  time  dcftroyed  its  reputation  on  the 
Continent,  if  we  may  judge  by  the  great  number  of  emi- 
nent perfons  who  have  recommended  it.  Formerly  an 
infufion  or  decoclion  in  beer,  of  a £i  or  3U  of  the  herb 
alone,  or  with  the  flowers,  was  employed; — of  late, 
the  flowers  have  been  preferred.  Both  are  fometimes 
diuretic,  fometimes  diaphoretic,  and  very  often  they  oc- 
caflon  naufea,  anxiety,  and  vomiting.  Some  judgment, 
(therefore,  is  required  in  their  exhibition. 


Collin 
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Collin  earneftly  recommends  the  flowers  in  paralytic 
and  fpafmodic  cafes,  believing  them  to  aft,  in  fome  pe- 
culiar manner,  on  the  fenforium  commune,  and  whole 
nervous  fyftem  : but  this  opinion  does  not  prevent  his 
direfting  the  evacuations  previoufly  proper  in  cer- 
tain habits,  at  intervals,  during  their  ufe.  He  gave  an 
infufion  of  ^i — ^iii  in  a lb.  of  water,  or  £i — 5 ij  of 
the  powder,  mixed  with  honey  into  an  eleftuary,  either  of 
which  was  the  quantity  for  a day.  See  his  Obf.  circa 
JIAorb.  Part.  4. 

Aajkow , phyfician  to  the  Danifh  navy,  whofe  experi- 
ments in  palfies  ftrengthen  the  opinion  of  Collin , having 
heard  from  Doftor  Mangor  of  Wiburg,  that  a ftrong 
infufion  of  thefe  flowers  was  the  popular  remedy  for  in- 
termittents  in  the  diftrift  of  Lutia,  tried  them  in  two 
cafes.  He  directed  an  infufion  of  half  a maniple  in  ftjfs 
of  boiling  fmall  beer,  to  be  taken  warm  two  hours  be- 
fore the  paroxyfm  by  each  patient,  one  of  whom  was 
cured  by  the  firft  dofe,  the  other  by  the  fecond.— It  vo- 
mited both  fmartly.  See  Societ.  Haim.  Colle£l.— Aajkow 
adds,  that  the  fear  of  thefe  flowers  doing  mifehief,  from 
the  violence  of  their  effects,  is  much  leflened,  by  the 
fuccefsful  ufe  made  of  their  infufion,  as  common  drink, 
in  wounds  of  the  cavities,  of  the  breaft  particularly,  by 
Schmucker , principal  furgeon  of  the  armies  of  the  late 
(and  I believe  of  the  prefent)  king  of  Pruflia.

The  leaves  of  the  Orange  were  introduced  into  prac- 
tice, at  Vienna,  about  1760,  by  De  Haert , from  an  af- 
furance  of  the  Oculift  Wenxei , that  the  remedy  for  con- 
vulfions,  then  famous  at  the  Hague  and  kept  as  a fecret, 
confifted  of  them.  They  have  been  fince  given  with 
advantage,  and  many  examples  are  related  of  epilepfies 
cured  by  their  ufe;  but  they  have  more  frequently  failed, 
as  mull  often  be  the  cafe,  where  too  much  is  expe&cd 
from  any  one  remedy.  Harrnes  haltily  published  the  cafe 
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of  an  epilepfy,  fuppofed  to  be  cured  by  thefe  leaves,  which 
returned  after  an  interval  of  eight  months ; and  a patient 
of  mine,  in  1769,  thought  himfelf  cured,  becaufe  the 
fits,  which  ufually  returned  at  leaft  once  every  week,  did 
not  appear  for  feveral  months,  by  taking  ^fs  of  thefe 
leaves  thrice  a day  for  fome  weeks.  If,  however,  they 
do  not  frequently  cure,  they  are  often  ferviceable,  and 
therefore  deferve  a trial.

Canada  Balfam  is  a white  tranfparent  turpentine,  be- 
coming by  age  yellowifb — of  an  agreeable  fmell,  ap- 
proaching to  that  of  Balfam  of  Mecca — of  a mild  and 
flightly-bitter  tafte.  As  artificial  compofitions  were 
ufually  fold  for  the  Cyprus,  Strafburgh,  and  Venice 
turpentines,  and  as  there  was  a difficulty  (or  impoffibility) 
©f  procuring  any  of  them  unadulterated,  the  College  re- 
jected them.  This,  coming  from  one  of  our  own 
colonies,  may  be  expected  pure,  and  doubtlefs  can  fup- 
p!y  their  place; — whether  it  may'  bo  fubfiituted  for  the 
Balfam  of  Copaiva  will  require  perhaps  fome  experience 
to  determine.

Barilla,  or  Soda,  is  a faline  and  earthly  concrete,  arti- 
ficially prepared  by  burning  certain  plants  growing  on 
the  fea-coafts, — on  thofe  of  the  Mediterranean  and  Caf- 
pian  Teas  particularly.  It  varies  in  character  and  good- 
nefs  according  to  the  place  whence  it  is  brought,  the  plants 
from  which  it  is  prepared,  and  perhaps  from  the  mode 
of  the  preparation.  The  molt  efteemed,  of  what  is  brought 
to  us,  is  that  of  Alicant,  called  de  Berilla , or  la  Bariglia , 
to  which  that  of  Carthagena  is  much  inferior;  and  the 
fort  called  de  Bourdine , or  de  Barech , is  fitter  for  the  ufe 
of  the  foap-maker  than  the  phyfician.  Pb.  Dan. 

All  the  forts  contain,  befides  earth,  the  natron  of  the 
antlents  and  of  the  prefent  Pharmacopoeia,  for  many  years 
paft  ufually  called  fo[fil  or  mineral  fixed  alkali ; and  molt 
of  them  have  a mixture  of  kali  and  fome  neutral  fait, — 
fometimes  fulphur  and  particles  of  iron.  The  more  na- 
tron, and  the  lefs  of  other  matters,  it  contains,  the  more 
valuable  it  is,  at  lead:  for  medical  purpofes. 

Barilla  fhould  be  chofen  hard,  dry,  fonorous,  with 
many  foramina, — of  a grey  colour,  (blackifh  grey,  in- 
clining to  blue,  Murray  Apparat.  Med.  tom.  4.)  mixed 
with  fmall  white  particles,  and  larger  ones  blackifh, — 
5 difeo- 
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difcovering,  when  moiftened  with  faliva,  a violet-fmeli, 
fomewhat  urinous  and  volatile.  Ph.  Dan. 

That  which  is  moift,  fat,  mixed  with  hairs  or  fand,  of 
a blackilh  or  whitifh  green,  eafily  becoming  moift  in  the 
air,  and  fmelling,  when  moiftened,  muddy  and  fetid, ~ 
without  holes, — of  a difagrceable  or  faltifh  tafte,  but  not 
lixivious,  and  not  readily  effervefcing  with  acids, — is  to 
he  rejected.  Ph.  Dan.

Hemlock,  after  a variety  of  contradictory  obfervations, 
has  at  length  obtained  a place  in  our  Difpenfatory, 
Thefe  contradictions  are  not  to  be  wondered  at,  fince, 
as  Murray  obferves,  no  fooner  was  the  fame  of  its  utility 
founded,  than  cognate  plants,  either  noxious  or  totally 
inactive,  were  employed.  Even  Vogel  himfelf,  by  fome 
unaccountable  miftake,  has  given  the  characters  of  Ci- 
cuta aquatica  as  thofe  of  the  officinal  fpecies.  It  is 
therefore  of  no  fmall  importance  that  this  fort  of  Hem- 
4 lock, 
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lock,  which  is  the  mildeft,  be  diftinguifhed  from  the 
reft,  and  from  other  plants  alfo  to  which  it  is  in  appear- 
ance fimilar. 

The  root  is  biennial,  white,  the  thicknefs  of  a finger, 
often  branched — the  firft  year  only  producing  leaves, 
when  it  yields,  on  being  cut,  a milky  liquor;  the  fe- 
cond  year,  when  it  has  ftalks,  it  is  almoft  juicelefs. 
( yacquin  FI.  Aujlr.) 

The  ftalk,  which  rifes  feveral  feet  high,  is  as  thick 
as  the  finger — round,  hollow,  with  impervious  knots, 
greenilh,  and  having  commonly  fpots  of  a deep  red. 
( yacquin , ib.)  Variegated  irregularly  with  ftreaks  and 

fpots  of  a red  or  blackifh  purple,  ( L.  M.  M. ) 

The  leaves  are  large,  with  an  hollow  round  rib, 
('Jacqmn-,)  of  a dark  or  blackifh  green  colour  on  the 
upper  fide,  and  of  a whitifh  green  underneath,  feparated 
into  a number  of  fmall,  oblong,  fomewhat  oval,  feg- 
ments,  which  ftand  in  pairs:  thefe  fegments  are  again 
deeply  cut,  but  not  quite  divided,  on  both  Tides;  and 
many  of  thefe  ultimate  feftions  have  one  or  two  {lighter 
indentions.  ( L.  M.  M. ) The  flowers  confift  of  five 

white  pointed  petals.  The  feeds  are  flat  on  one  fide, 
on  the  other  convex,  and  rendered  unequal  by  five  ele-* 
vated  ftriae.  (J acquin .)  Thefe  ftriae,  Hagen  fays,  are 

elegantly  indented  like  a faw,  and  that  this  laft  is  a moll 
certain  chara&eriftic.  (Hagin  Apotherk.)  The  whole 
plant  is  fomewhat  fmooth.  The  leaves,  ftalks,  and 
flowers,  have  a peculiar  fetid  fmell  of  mice,  which,  at 
fome  times,  is  in  the  higheft  degree;  at  others,  fo  lit- 
tle, even  in  the  fame  plant,  as  fcarcely  to  be  perceptible, 
unlefs  when  rubbed  between  the  fingers.  Jacquin.  The

Hemlock,  though  genuine,  which  has  not  this  fineli, 
muft  not  be  taken,  as  being  lefs  efficacious.  ( Hagen*. ) 
The  plant  is  common  about  the  Tides  of  fields  under 
hedges,  and  flowers  in  June  and  July. 

Particular  care  fliould  be  taken  not  to  take  for  it  the 
Cbcsrophyllum  bulbofum  Linn . which  has  a globofe  root, 
a ftalk  alfo  fpotted,  but  fwelled,  at  the  origin  of  the 
branches  and  leaves,  the  leaves  fomewhat  downy,  and 
cartilaginous  at  the  end  of  the  pinnae  and  laciniae ; 
the  feeds  fmooth  and  awl-fhaped.  Murray , tom.  i. 

With  regard  to  its  virtues,  though  long  fuppofed  more 
poifonous  than  was  juft,  yet,  taken  in  too  large  a quan- 
tity, it  is  certainly  capable  of  producing  pernicious 
effects.  Starck  has  fhewn  that  it  may  be  fafely  taken  ill 
fmall  dofes,  and  that  even  where  its  operation  is  not 
fenfible,  it  proves  a powerful  refolvent  in  many  obftinate 
diforders.  He  at  firft  employed  the  infpiflated  juice 
only.  (See  infpiJJ'ated  Juices  hereafter.)  The  infufion, 
or  deco&ion,  of  the  leaves  was  given  afterwards  by 
Collin,  Bergius,  See. 

It  is  ufed  with  advantage  in  fcrofulous  tumors,  in 
foul  as  well  as  fcrofulous  and  venereal  ulcers,  both 
internally  and  externally — in  the  fcabies,  phthifis,  &c.

tity of  white  wine,  and  31'fs,  or  ^ij,  of  the  mixture, 
given  night  and  morning  in  fome  hydropic  cafes  as  a diu- 
retic, ( L.  L.  M. ) and  in  the  Idterus,  ( Ray  Hijl.  PL)  In  a 
larger  dofe  it  is  a ftrong  purgative.

This  is  a perennial  plant,  growing  wild  in  feveral 
parts  of  England,  and  cultivated  of  late  in  gardens  for 
medicinal  ufe.  The  root  is  a roundifh  bulb,  covered 
with  a coriaceous  coat,  externally  brown,  with  one  fide 
flatter,  or  rather  hollowed,  and  a bulbulus  or  clove, 
annexed,  from  which  flowers  will  be  produced  the  fuc- 
ceeding  year.  Taken  up  in  autumn  it  is  white  within, 
flefhy,  and  fomewhat  juicy.  ( Bergius .)  The  flowers, 

which  are  a whitifh  red  purple  with  fix  petals,  appear 
in  autumn.  Rail  Hiji.  Plant . 

The  frefh  root  in  fummer,  on  being  cut  through,  ir-* 
ritates  the  noftrils ; — when  chewed,  it  burns  ftrongly 
the  tongue  and  fauces,  leaving  upon  them  a fenfation  of 
ftiffnefs  or  rigidity  for  a long  time.  In  autumn,  the 
tafte  is  much  weaker.  Its  effects,  when  frefh,  are 

diuretic,  and  in  too  large  a dofe  draft ic,  and  even  poi- 
fonous : The  dry  root  is  farinaceous  and  inactive, 
Bergius. 

The  fafeft  way  of  giving  it  is  in  an  infufion  formed 
into  a fyrup ; as  in  the  Oxymel  Colchici  hereafter  deferibed.

The  root  is  brought  to  us,  cut  into  roundifh  pieces 
about  an  inch  long;  an  inch,  and  fometimes  two  inches, 
thick ; .covered  with  a very  rough,  thickilh,  brown, 
bark;  the  parenchyma  flightly  folid,  appearing  after  a 
tranfverfe  feftion,  marked  with  a large  central  dilk, 
brown  ftreaks,  and  yellow  points.  The  fmell  is  weakly 
aromatic,  not  difagreeable — the  tafte  bitter,  an,d  fome- 
what  acrid; — chewed,  it  foftens,  and  almoft  diffolves, 
tinging  the  faliva  yellowifh.  f Bergius.)  By  keeping, 
it  is  very  apt  to  be  worm-eaten,  and  its  bitternefs  is  di* 
minifhed.  Piderit. 

It  has  been  given  as  a corroborant  and  antifeptic  in 
vomiting,  diarrhoea,  dyfentery,  cholera,  and  bilious 
complaints  in  general — in  dofes  from  gr.  xv,  to  3fs,  or 
more,  three  or  four  times  a day;  and  with  vitriolated 
kali,  in  acute  cafes  of  the  bilious  kind.  ( Percival’s 
EJfays , Vol.  II.)  Dr.  Dahlberg , in  a letter  to  Murray, 
confirms  Percival’s  praifes  of  it  in  bilious  vomitings 
and  purgings.

Foxglove  is  an  indigenous  triennial  plant,  growing 
wild  in  woods,  on  heaths,  and  under  hedges;  and  juftly 
ranked  among  fuch  as  are  poifonous.  The  leaves  are 
oblong,  acuminated,  and  fomewhat  hairy,  with  a thick, 
angular,  hollow,  ftalk,  on  which  numerous  purple  tu- 
bulous  flowers,  refembling  the  finger  of  a glove,  hang 
downwards,  in  a row  along  one  fide — each  on  a fhort 
pedicle.  It  flowers  in  May  or  June.  (L.M.M.)  The 
leaves,  which  Dr.  Withering  advifes  to  be  gathered  after 
the  flowering  Item  has  fliot  up,  and  about  the  time  that 
the  blofToms  are  coming  forth  ( Bot . Arrangem.  Vol.  IT.) 
have  a bitterifh  naufeous  tafte,  and  occafion  moft  violent 
vomiting  and  purging.  Rail  Hiji.  Pl.  Vol.  I.

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It  is  in  truth  one  of  thofe  medicines,  of  the  effects  of 
which,  as  Lewis  juftly  obferves,  little  can  be  judged 
from  the  tafte,  being  not  near  fo  acrid  or  naufeous  as 
many  other  vegetables  which  are  taken  with  great 
fafety. 

It  has  been  principally  recommended,  for  near  a cen- 
tury part:,  in  complaints  deemed  fcrofulous.  Park  in- 

Jon  mentions  a decoition  of  the  leaves  having  cured  an 
epilepfy  of  long  {landing,  and  lately  Dr.  Withering  has 
recommended  them  in  hydropic  cafes,  as  ailing,  if  not 
univerfally,  more  generally,  as  a diuretic  than  any  other 
medicine.  Foxglove,  it  mull  be  o\Vned,  highly  deferves 
the  attention  of  phyficiansj  but  it  would  be  criminal 
to  repeat  its  recommendation,  even  in  hydropic  habits — 
not  often  the  moft  irritable — without  at  the  fame  time, 
mentioning,  that  Dr.  Withering  has  known  the  pulfe 
retarded  by  it  to  an  alarming  degree  without  any  pre- 
ceding effect — that  he  gives  it  in  a very  fmall  dofc — 
that  it  is  of  confequence  not  to  repeat  the  dofes  too 
quickly,  but  to  allow  fufficient  time  for  the  effedts  of 
each  to  take  place — as  he  has  found  it  very  poflible  to 
pour  in  an  injurious  quantity  of  the  medicine  before  any 
of  the  fignals  for  forbearance  have  appeared ; and  that 
its  ufe  is  to  be  flopped  on  the  appearance  of  its  affedting 
the  pulfe,  the  llomach,  the  kidneys,  or  the  bowels, 
(See  Withering  on  Foxglove , 8 vo.  1785.)  Two  inftances 
are  mentioned,  by  Dr.  Simmons , of  virulent  effects  from 
dofes  too  large.  Land.  Med.  Journ.  Vol.  VI. 

As  too  much  weight  can  fcarcely  be  given  to 
Dr.  Withering's  cautions,  I will  add,  that,  in  1738, 
when  a youth,  after  having  taken  a weak  infufion, 

without 
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without  any  remarkable  effeft,  fix  grains  of  the  powder 
were  one  morning  given  me,  from  which,  in  the  even- 
ing, after  moft  horrid  anxiety,  and  the  vibration,  as  it 
feemed  to  me,  of  every  fibre,  a moft  violent  vomiting 
came  on,  and  continued  almoft  inceflantly  the  whole 
night ; during  which,  from  defpair  of  my  furviving, 
repeated  dofes  of  Tin£t.  Opii  were  given;  and  ejected; 
nor  was  a calm  procured  before  the  next  morning. — No

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The  root  of  common  male  fern  confifts  of  a great 
number  of  long  blackifh  fibres,  matted  together,  and 
ifluing  from  a thick,  knotty  head;  of  a fweetilh  fubaf- 
tringent  tafte,  and  an  earthy,  but  not  difagreeable,  fmell ; 
[Aljlon  Mat.  Med.)  to  be  collected  in  autum.  ( Ph . Dan.) 
The  root  of  female  fern , or  cotnmon  brakes , is  fingle  and 
very  long,  feldom  of  a fingers  thicknefs,.  yet  fpreading 
much  by  lateral  (hoots;  of  a black  colour  without, 
fpotted  within.  ( Alflon .)  It  is  white  within,  and  (hews, 
when  cut  through  obliquely,  or  tranverfely>  the  appear* 
ance  of  a two-headed  eagle.  [Rati  Hi/l.  Plant.)  The 
tafle  is  vifcid,  bitterifh,  and  more  difagreeable  than  the 
former.  [Alfon.)  The  root  of  female  fern,  (hewing, 
when  cut  through,  an  eagle,  is  commonly  kept  in  the 
(hops  in  Germany,  Walbaum  Index  Pbarm. 

The  root  of  both  forts  has  been  recommended  as  an- 
thelminthic, from  the  time  of  Galen,  or  earlier,  to  the 
prefent.  Galen  diredls  ^iv  of  either  Pteris , or  Tbelyp- 
ttris , as  a dofe  for  the  broad  worms.  Andry  (who  ufed 
the  female)  fays  a dofe  of  ^ii  or  ^iii  will  kill,  but  not 
expel,  the  taenia,  therefore  he  gives  a purgative  the  day 
after  j if  it  does  not  fuccecd  the  firft  time,  the  dofe  is 
repeated  every  other  day,  for  three  or  four  times,  con- 
ftantly  giving  a purgative  on  the  intermediate  days.  Andry 
Geucr.  des  V ?rs. 

The  root  of  one  or  other  fpecies  has  been  the  bafis  of 
fevera.l  fecret  medicines  againffc  worms.  The  male  was 
that  of  the  widow  of  a Swifs  furgeon,  named  Nouffer , 
whofc  fecret  was  purchafed  by  the  king  of  France;  and 
her  method  of  giving  it,  publifhed  by  his  order  in  1775, 
has  been  tranflated  fince  by  Dr.  Simmons , to  which  we 
mu(l  refer  the  reader.

Broom  is  a fhrubby  plant,  with  numerous,  flender, 
angular,  tough,  twigs;  fmall  fomewhat  - oval  leaves, 
fet  three  on  one  pedicle,  and  deep  yellow  papilionaceous 
flowers.  It  is  common  on  heaths  and  uncultivated 
2 Tandy 
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fandy  grounds,  and  flowers  in  May.  (Lew.  M.  M.)  It 
is  to  be  collected  in  June.  ( Ph . Dan.)  It  may  not  be 
improper  to  obferve  that  the  Genifta,  ranked  as  officinal 
in  the  Mater.  Med.  of  Linnaeus , Vogel , Crantz , and 
Bergius , is  the  Genijla  tindloria , called  here  Greenweed , 
Greenwood , &c. 

The  leaves  and  {talks  of  Broom  have  a naufeous  bitter 
tafte,  and  are  accounted  deobftruent  and  diuretic  $ they 
are  fometimes  laxative,  and  fometimes  excite  nau- 
fea.  Their  deco&ion  has  been  often  employed  in  drop- 
lies.  Moehring  tells  us  that  the  poor  in  Friefland  cure 
even  an  afeites  with  their  decodtion  alone.  (Adi.  N.  C. 
tom.  5.)  Dr.  Mead’s  cafe  of  an  hydropic  patient  who, 
after  the  paracentefis  had  been  thrice  performed,  and 
various  medicines  tried  without  relief,  was  perfe&ly  cured 
by  a decodtion  of  Broom-tops  with  muftard-feed,  may  be 
feen  in  his  Mon.  et  Prac.  Med. 

An  infufion  of  the  feeds,  taken  freely,  has  been 
known  to  produce  fimilar  effedts.  Dr.  Withering  knew 
them  fucceed  in  one  deplorable  cafe  out  of  many  in 
which  it  was  tried.  (Bot.  Arrangem , Vol.  II.)  The  infu- 
fion of  Broom-allies  in  Rhenifh  wine  was  ufed  fuccefsful- 
ly  in  dropfy  by  the  venerable  Sydenham,  and  in  water, 
for  the  fame  difeafe  among  the  Swedilh  troops  by  Odbe- 
lius.  Kongl.  Vetenjli.  Acad.  Handl.  1762.

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Glnfeng  is  faid  to  be  the  root  of  a fmall  plant  growing 
in  the  woods  of  China  and  Chinefe  Tartary.  It  is 
found  alfo  in  fome  parts  of  North  America,  particularly 
Canada  and  Pennfylvania,  whence  confiderable  quanti- 
ties have  been  brought  over.  It  is  two  or  three  inches 
in  length,  taper,  about  the  thicknefs  of  the  little  finger, 
or  lefs,  in  the  thickeft  part — often  forked  at  bottom, 
elegantly  ftriated  with  circular  wrinkles,  (L.  M.  M.)—~ 
of  a pale  yellowifn  colour  without,  and  within  of  a clofe 
almoft  horny  fubftance,  without  fmell,  of  a fweetifih  tafte, 
like  liquorice,  but  more  agreeable,  and  mildly  aromatic, 
with  a flight  bitternefs.  ( Murray , tom.  r.)  It  is  in  the 
higheft  efteem  in  China  as  a reftorative  after  fatigue  of 
body  or  mind,  and  as  an  antifpafmodic  in  nervous  com- 
plaints.— It  enters  as  a part  of  moft  of  the  medicines  em- 
ployed for  the  Mandarins,  and  was  given  fuccefsfully,  in 
repeated  dofes  of  0i,  by  Frid.  Dekker  in  a convulfive 
cafe.  Exerc.  prafi.

Hedge-hyffop , or  Herb  of  Grace , is  a low  perennial 
plant,  with  oblong  finely-ferrated  leaves,  fet  in  pairs  on 
the  ftalk*  without  pedicles ; in  their  bofoms  come  forth 
folitary,  whitifh,  tubulous,  irregular,  flowers,  followed 
by  round! fti  pointed  capfules,  full  of  fmall  feeds — a na- 
tive of  the  fouthern  parts  of  Europe,  and  raifed  in  fome 
of  our  gardens.  ( L . M.  M.)  It  grows  in  moift  grounds — 
flowers  in  July  and  Auguft  ( Kojlrzewjky ) and  is  to  be 
collected  annually  frefh.  ( Ph . Dan.)  The  herb  has 
a very  bitter  naufeous  tafte,  without  fmell,  (Berg.)  and 
its  exprefled  juice  is  lefs  bitter  than  its  refiduum.  ( Boul - 
due  Ac.  Sc.  1 705.) — Water  extradts  beft  its  virtues, 
( Margraaf  Ac.  Bcrl.  1747,)  which  are  ftrongly  purga- 
tive ; nor  does  drying  much  leflhn  them.  Bergius. 

Hedge-byjfop  is  anthelminthic,  deobftruent,  diuretic, 
and  efpecially  purgative;  vomiting  fome,  and  now  and 
then  falivating.  In  the  leucophlegmatia,  dropfy,  mania, 
&c.  it  is  often  more  efficacious  than  the  common  re- 
medies. (Spalowjky  Dijf.)  The  herb  is  given  in  powder, 
infufion,  and  extradl.  An  infufion  of  ^ii,  or  gfs  in 
powder,  is  ftrongly  purgative.  (Vogel.)  The  extra#  is 
given  in  fmall  dofes  at  firft,  and  gradually  augmented 
from  gr.  j to  £fs  in  a day.  (Spalowjky.)  Bergius  fays 
he  often  gave  fuccefsfully  $fs  of  the  leaves  Vith  gr.  v 
of  gentian,  thrice  a day,  in  the  relapfes  of  bilious  fevers 
and  autumnal  quartans. 
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The  powdered  root,  which  is  intenfely  bitter  and 
fubaftringent,  ( Boulduc ,)  is  moft  proper  for  the  dropfy, 
mania,  melancholy,  and  worms — its  dofe  from  3fs  to 
^fs,  as  it  adts  powerfully.  The  infufion,  or  extract,  of 
the  leaves  is  moft  fuitable  to  thofe  for  whom  great  and 
fudden  evacuations  are  not  neceflary.  ( Spalovujky .)  Storck 
directs,  in  dropfy,  (it  fhould  feem  as  a diuretic,)  fmall 
doles  of  an  infufion  of  jii  of  the  root  in  Ifej  of  wine  fe- 
veral  times  a day — or  ^fs,  in  powder,  as  a purgative 
dole  for  feveral  days  fucceffively ; and,  if  too  great  de- 
bility or  anxiety  is  produced  by  it,  at  longer  intervals. 
(Prac.  med.  pratt.  tem.  2,  p.  39.)  As  to  this  root  fup- 
plying  the  place  of  ipecacuanha  in  dyfentery,  as  men- 
tioned by  Boulduc  and  Kramer , more  numerous  and  care- 
ful experiments  are  required  to  afeertain  the  ufe  of  a 
remedy  fo  adtive.

Stinking  Bearsfoot  grows  wild  in  many  parts  of  Eng- 
land— in  meadows,  fhady  places,  and  under  hedges. 
The  root  is  perennial,  ( Ray , Withering ,)  fibrous,  out- 
wardly black,  within  whitifh,  and  of  a bitter  acrid  tafte. 
(Murray  fays  the  root  is  biennial  in  the  botanic  garden, 
not  perennial.  Appar.  Med.  tom.  3.)  The  Item  is  two 
or  three  feet  high,  round,  hard,  branched,  with  nume- 
rous leaves,  (bird-footed — all  on  the  Item.  Linn.)  on 
long  pedicles,  each  fegment  fomewhat  oblong,  ferrated, 
pointed,  and  of  a deep  green.  They  emit,  when  frefh, 
on  being  handled,  a difagreeable  fmell,  and  have  a bit- 
terifh  very  acrid  tafte,  of  which  they  lofe  little  by  dry- 
ing. ( Bergius .)  The  flowers  which  appear  in  April, 
and  are  placed  on  the  extremities  of  the  Item  and 
branches,  confift  of  five  large,  round,  greenifh,  petals, 
(pale  greenifh  yellow,  Woodward ,)  with  many  ftamina, 
whofe  tops  are  flattened.  The  feeds  are  roundifh, 
black,  and  inclofed  in  membranous  pods. 

Parkinfon  attributes  a ftrong  purgative  virtue  to  the 
leaves  from  his  own  experience,  and  their  powder  is  fre- 
quently given  to  children  by  the  common  people  to  de- 
ftroy  worms,  ( Ray  Syn.  Ed.  3.)  They  muft  be  ufed 
fparingly,  being  violent  in  their  operation,  for  inftances 
of  their  fatal  effe&s  are  recorded.  A deco&icn  of  3 i5 
or  £ii,  is  a fharp  purge.  ( With . Bot.  Arr.) 


Bijet 
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Bijfet  pronounces  Bearsfoot,  from  repeated  obfer- 
vation,  to  be  very  powerful  in  expelling  worms,  {Med. 
Conji.  of  Great  Britain ,)  and  the  powder  of  the  leaves 
has  been  proved  fo  by  the  experiments  of  Profefior  Back 
in  Sweden.  {Lin.  dijf ) The  juice  is  recommended  by 
Biffei  to  be  made  into  a fyrup  with  fugar,  and  to  this, 
or  to  a decoction  of  the  leaves,  an  equal  portion  of  tinc- 
ture of  rhubarb  is  to  be  added,  of  which  gi  is  to  be 
taken  going  to  bed,  and  %iy  or  jij,  in  the  morning 
for  two  or  three  fucceffive  days,  by  children  from  two 
to  fix  years  of  age.  In  general,  he  thinks  it  beft  to  give 
it  in  fuch  a dofe  as  may  excite  vomiting.  {Med.  CojiJI.) 
In  a later  work  he  fays,  that,  though  the  mixture  of 
Bearsfoot  with  tincture  of  Rhubarb  or  Jalap  moft  ef- 
fectually expels  round  worms  in  children  and  youths, 
yet,  in  adults  it  is  lefs  efficacious.  See  his  Med.  Ejfaysy 
page  195.

A watery  extract,  prepared  from  the  unripe  fruit  of 
this  tree  gathered  at  the  time  cuftomary  for  pickling, 
has  an  acrid,  bitterifh,  flightly  aromatic,  tafte,  not  dif- 
agreeable,  and  is  employed  principally  as  an  anthelmin- 
thic. For  this  purpofe,  a folution  of  ^ij  of  the  extradf 
is  directed  in  ^fs  of  cinnamon-water,  of  which  from 
twenty  to  thirty  drops  are  given  thrice  a day,  at  firft, 
to  infants  of  two  or  three  years  old,  and  afterwards,  from 
forty  to -fifty,  for  fix  or  eight  days — the  third  or  fifth 
day  giving  a purgative,  with  or  without  calomel.  See 
Fifcher  Comment,  de  Verm:  and  Tijfot  Avis  au  Peuple.

This  refin  (or  perhaps  more  properly  gum-refin) 
is  brought  to  us  from  that  part  of  Africa  adjacent 
to  the  river  Gambia,  and  was  firft  employed  about 

D 3 thirty 
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thirty  years.ago.  It  is  divided  into  pieces  of  various 
magnitude,  Tome  as  large  as  a walnut.  ( Spielman .)  It 

is  hard,  brittle,  of  a dark  reddifh  colour,  inclining  to 
black,  and  opake — except  the  minute  fragments  of  it, 
which  appear,  like  bits  of  garnet,  red,  and  tranfparent. 
{Father gill  med,  Obf.  f Inq.  Vol.  I.)  It  has  a refem- 
blance  to  Catechu,  but  is  more  red  and  aftringent. 

{ Webjler’s  Ed.  of  Lew.  Difp.) 

Great  part  of  it  diffolves  readily  in  the  mouth,  dif- 
covering  a ftrong  but  grateful  aftringency,  with  fome- 
what  of  a mucilaginous  fweetnefs.  When  coarfely  pow- 
dered, and  thrown  into  water,  about  five  or  fix  parts  in 
feven  foon  diffolve,  and  communicate  to  it  a deep  red 
colour,  and  a ftrong  aftringent  tafte.  What  remains 
undilTolved  appears  to  be  refinous.  It  differs  from  the 
red  lumps  of  the  common  Gum  Senega  in  being  much 
more  brittle — from  Dragon’s  blood  by  diffolving  in  wa- 
ter— and  from  both  by  its  ftypticity.  Pother  gill  adds, 

that  he  has  had  fpecimens  fent  him  not  fo  readily  foluble 
in  water,  and  in  tafte  bitter  and  auftere,  which  he  fup- 
pofeS'the  produce  of  a different  tree.  Med.  Obf  & Inq 
Vol  I. 

It  was  firft  mentioned  by  Dr.  Oldfeld  to  Dr.  Fothergill 
as  an  ufeful  remedy  in  chronical  diarrhoea,  and  the  latter 
thinks  it  may  be  ufeful  not  only  in  diarrhoea  but  leucor- 
rhcea,  and  in  fuch  difeafes  as  arife  from  laxity  arid  acri- 
mony. 

The  red  aftringent  Gum-Refin,  from' New  South  Wales, 
is  very  fimilar  to  the  Kino. — The  natives  diffolve  it  in 
water,  and  ufe  it  as  a lotion  in  all  kinds  of  uterine  de- 
bility..

Several  fpecies  of  Daphne  have  been  praifed  for  the 
fame  virtues  as  thofe  belonging  to  that  here  adopted : 
but  the  mifchief  which  happens  in  fo  many  other  cafes 
from  a confufion  of  fpecies  is  not  here  much  to  be 
feared;  each  of  them  being  furnifhed  with  a fimilar  and 
very  violent  acrimony.  ( Murray  Jpp.  Med.  tom.  4.) 
Berlins  (ays  it  is  indifferent  from  which  fpecies  of  the 
genus  the  bark  is  chofen,  but  that  the  Cortex  Daphnes 
Mczerci  is  the  officinal  one  in  Sweden,  (M.  M.  p.  307,) 

and 
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and  the  numerous  experiments  made'in  Germany,  Swe- 
den, and  England,  demonftrate  the  particular  efficacy  of 
this  fpecies.  Murray  App.  tom.  4. 

Spurge-Olive  is  found  wild  in  the  woods  of  more  than 
bne  county  in  England.  It  is  a fhrub  four  feet  or  more 
high,  with  fpear-fhaped  deciduous  leaves,  flowers  fitting 
in  threes,  (alfo  in  twos  and  fours,  Reich.)  growing  on 
the  ftem,  Linn.)  of  a purple  colour,  (fometimes  pale 
red,  and  white,  Stokes ,)  appearing  early  in  fpring,)  fome- 
times in  January,  L.  M.  M.)  and  having  a fmell  of  hy- 
acinth ; hence  it  is  cultivated  in  gardens.  (Murray  App. 
tom.  4.)  Abroad  the  bark  is  commonly  taken  from  the 
trunk  or  large  branches ; here  the  bark  of  the  root  is 
directed ; which,  if  taken  up  in  the  depth  of  winter. 
Ruff’d  thinks  not  fo  good,  as  being  thinner  and  lefs 
juicy.  When  chewed,  it  is  not  at  firft  pungent  to  the 
tafte,  but  after  a little  time  is  greatly  fo,  and  the  dif- 
agreeable  ftimulus  in  the  fauces  lafts  for  many  hours; 
the  internal,  or  woody,  part  has  but  little  tafte.  Ruffel 
Med.  Obf.  & Inq.  Fol.  3.  ,■ 

A decodlion,  made  of  5J  of  the  cortical  part  of  the 
frefh  root,  boiled  in  ifeiij  of  water  to  jfoij,  dofe  from. 
i$iv  to  ^yiij,  four  times  a. day,  Rujffel  found  to  be  very 
efficacious  in  refolving  venereal  nodes,  and  in  a thick- 
ening of  the  periofteum  from  other  caufes.  He  found, 
it  ferviceable  in  no  other  venereal  fymptom,  and  generally 
joined  with  a folution  of  the  hydrargyrus  muriatus. 

( See  Med.  Obf.  & Inquiries , Vol.  3.)  Dodlor  Monro 
fays  he  has  not  found  this  decotftion  of  fervice,  unlefs 
where  mercury  had  been  freely  ufed  before,  or  at  the 

fame 
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fame  time  with  it.  ( Monro  on  Chymijlry  and  Mat.  Med. 
Vol.  3,  p.  177. ) The  cafe  of  a difficulty  of  fw&llowing 
after  lying-in,  feemingly  occafioned  by  a paralytic  af- 
fection, and  of  three  years  duration,  cured  by  chewing- 
a thin  llice  of  the  root  as  often  as  the  patient  could 
bear  to  do  it,  may  be  feen  in  Withering’ s Bot.  Arrangem. 
Vol  I. 

The  bark  of  Mezereon  may  be  employed  externally, 
and  probably  with  equal  effect,  as  that  of  Thymeloea 
is  by  the-  inhabitants  of  Aunis,  and  by  Le  Roy , as 
a fu-bllitute  for  a blifter.  See  Le  Roy  Effai  fur  I’Ecorce  de 
Garou.

This  plant,  called  alfo  Butua  by  the  Portuguefe  and 
Spaniards,  grows  in  South  America,  particularly  Brafil ; 
and  its  root  was  introduced  at  Paris  in  1688  by  Amelot , 
the  French  Icing’s  ambaftador,  (Hi/1.  de  P Ac.  Sc.  1710;) 
whence  it  became  known  to  the  reft  of  Europe.  It  is 
brought  from  Brafil  in  crooked  pieces  of  different  fizes, 
fome  no  bigger  than  the  finger,  others  as  large  as  a 
child’s  arm ; the  outfide  is  brownifh  and  varioufiy 
wrinkled;  the  internal  fubftancc  is  of  a pale,  dull,  yellow- 
ifh,  hue,  and  interwoven  as  it  were  with  woody  fibres, 
fo  that,  on  a tranverfe  feiftion,  there  appears  a number 
of  concentric  circles,  crofted  with  ftriae  running  from 
the  centre  to  the  circumference.  It  has  no  remarkable 
fmell ; but,  to  th6  tafte,  manifefts  confiderable  fweet- 
nefs,  of  the  liquorice  kind,  with  fome  bitternefs,  and  a 
flight  roughnefs,  covered  by  the  fweet  matter.  Geoffrey 
de  Mat.

It  is  extolled  by  the  Brafilians  and  Portuguefe  in  fup- 
preflions  of  .urine,  and  in  nephritic  and  calculous  com*, 
plaints.  Hchctius  affirms  that  ftones  of  the  fize  of  an  olive 
have  come  away  by  its  ufe,  and  prevented  the  neceflity  of 
lithotomy,  but  that  it  has  not  always  fhewn  the  fame

— that  he  has  fometimes  feen  the  patient  freed  from  pain 
almoft  in  an  inftant,  a very  plentiful  difcharge  of  urine 
fucceeding; — that,  in  ulcers  of  the  kidneys  and  blad- 
der, where  the  urine  was  mucous  and  purulent,  and 
could  fcarcely  be  voided,  or  not  without  great  uneafinefs, 
the  fymptoms  were  foon  relieved  by  Pareira,  and  the 
ulcer  at  length  healed  by  joining  to  it  fome  balfam  of  Co- 
paiva.  ( Traff . de  Mat . Med.  tom . 2.)  It  was  found  to 
be  a powerful  expedlorant  in  an  humoral  afthma,  and  in 
an  idleric  cholic,  from  concreted  bile,  the  pain  was  foon 
relieved,  and  all  the  fymptoms  removed ; but,  in  an 
idterus  when  the  liver  was  fwelled,  hard,  and,  fchir- 
rhous,  it  did  no  good.  ( Geojfroy , ibid.)

* Tratado  de  la  Mat.  Med.)  Geoffroy  gave  a decoSion  of 
gi]  to  giij,  in  a Ifej,  for  three  dofes,  one  to  be  given 
every  half  hour  and  then  at  longer  intervals. — Pie  cautions 
againft  too  large  dofes,  for  fear  of  heating,  or  inflaming, 
the  kidneys;  but  Lockfeke  fays  he  has  known  given 
without  any  fuch  effedl.

The  wood  of  this  tree,  which  grows  fpontaneoufly  in 
the  territory  of  Surinam,  in  South  America,  and  in  the 
ifland  of  St.  Croix,  was  made  known  in  Sweden,  Bergius 
tells  us,  by  Rolander\  who,  having  learnt  its  virtues 
from  a negro,  named  Quajfi,  (by  others  CoiJJi,)  brought 

E a fpe-* 
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a fpecimen  of  it  on  his  return  from  Surinam,  in  1756; — * 
but  Fernun  fays  the  Bois  dc  CoiJJi  was  known  as  a medi- 
cine at  Surinam  long  before  the  Negro  CoiJ/i; — and 
Haller  tells  us  his  fon-in-law  Braun , when  ill  with  an 
epidemic  fever  in  1742,  took  it  as  a remedy  in  common 
ufe.  ( Bibl . Bot.  tom.  2,  page  555.)  It  was  not,  how- 
ever, generally  noticed  in  Europe  till  Linnteus  publifhed 
a defcription  of  it  in  1763.  * • 

It  is  taken  from  both  trunk  and  branches;  is  white, 
folid,  tough,  hard,  (never  fo  hard  as  not  eafily  to  he  cut 
into  flices,  Murray ,)  and  lightifh  ; — cut  tranfverfely,  it 
is  marked  with  parallel  capillary  rays  from  the  centre  to 
the  circumference,  and  many  hollowed  points  fpread  over 
the  whole  difk.  It  is  covered  with  a thin  bark,  of  a pale 
white,  (eafily  feparated,  Murr.)  often  fpotted  with  black, 
lightifh,  and  brittle.  ( Sergius.)  It  has  no  fmell, — its 

tafte  very  bitter  without  aftringency,  and  not  naufeous. 
The  thicker  the  pieces,  the  more  compadb  the  wood, 
though  light  for  its  fize, — the  whiter  internally,  and 
more  bitter.  It  is  not  unufual  to  fee  fpots  or  ftripes  afh- 
coloured,  brown,  and  even  of  a deep  blue  or  black,  in 
different  parts  of  the  furface.  Where  this  unufual  colour 
defeends  deep,  the  wood  is  almoft  infipid  and  foft, 
whence  fome  corruption  may  be  fufpe&ed.  The  wood  of 
the  trunk  is  to  be  preferred  to  that  of  the  branches,  and 
that  of  the  root  (which  Isfaid  to  be  of  a deeper  colour)  to 
that  of  the  trunk,  as  is  the  cafe  with  fome  other  woods, 
if  it  could  be  procured  eafily.,  ( Murray  App.  tom.  3,  page 
435  and  437. ) The  thicker  pieces  are  always  to  be  pre- 
ferred to  the  fmaller.  Hagen  Apctherk. 


With 
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With  r&gard  to  its  virtues,  it  is  efteemed  tonic,  ftoma- 
chic,  and  antifeptic,  and  therefore  employed  in  lofs  of 
tone,  anorexia,  hypochondriafis,  epidemic,  intermittent, 
and  remittent  fevers.  Water  is  its  proper  menftruum, 
as  it  has  more  gummy  than  refinous  parts.  A *i  of  the 
rafped  root  may  be  macerated  in  a ft  i of  cold  water  for 
24  hours,  or  in  boiling  water  for  an  hour;  and  from 
to  %iv  given  feveral  times  a day.  The  watery  extract, 
which  is  faid  to  be  moll  in  ufe  at  Surinam,  is  conve- 
niently given  in  pills  to  fuch  as  diflike  the  bitter  Infu- 
fions.

. This  plant,  called  alio  Negro  Oil-bujh , ( Hughes  Bark) 
grows  fpontaneoufly  in  moft  of  our  Weft-Indian  iflands. 

The  feed  is  generally  lefs  than  a common  horfebean, 
ovate,  compreffcd  on  each  fide,  covered  with  a brittle 
fhell,  fpeckled  with  brown  and  yellow,  containing  a 
white  kernel  inclofed  in  a white  membrane : when  frefh, 
bittcrifh;  and,  after  fome  time,  exciting  a mild  fenfe  of 
heat.  The  fhell  is  faid  to  have  a ftrong  degree  of  acri- 
mony not  difcoverable  by  the  tafte, — to  which  it  feems 
infipid, — but  by  its  effects  on  other  parts. 

A fingle  feed,  chewed  and  fwallowcd  in  the  evening 
by  an  healthy  lufty  man,  although  its  tafte  was  like  that 
of  almonds,  left  a pungent  fenfation  in  the  throat.  The 
man,  after  fleeping  quietly  the  whole  night,  awoke  the 
next  morning  with  a violent  vomiting,  and  was  the  whole 
day  affe&ed  with  alternate  vomitings  and  purgings. 
At  the  fame  time,  a lady  of  a delicate  conftitution, 
fwallowed  a fingle  feed;  but,  having  firft  carefully  fe- 
parated  and  thrown  away  the  fhell  with  the  inverting 


membrane, 
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membrane,  was  notfenfibleof  any  injurious  effe£h  ( Bergius), 
It  is  raid,  indeed,  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  countries 
where  the  plant  grows  take  only  one  or  two  feeds,  and 
this  dofe  afts  as  a draftic  purgative.  It  would  not,  there- 
fore, be  advifable  to  take  many  of  thefe  feeds  in  fubftance, 
efpecially  if  not  fhelled. 

Thefe  feeds  contain  a large  quantrty  of  oil,  which  is 
obtained  either  by  boiling  them,  after  being  bruifed,  in 
water,  and  fkimming  olf  the  oil  which  rifes  to  the  fur- 
face, — or  by  expreffion.  That  obtained  by  boiling  lofes 
its  fweetnefs  front  the  heat, — is  whiter,  lefs  purgative, 
and  difpofed  to  grow  rancid  fooner.  As  the  oil  expofed 
to  fale  varies  much  in  colour  and  acrimony,  if  the  apo- 
thecary is  obliged  to  purchafe  it,  he  fhould  choofe  that 
which  is  thick,  vifeid,  greenifh,  fomewhat  opake,  al- 
moft  infipid,  or  fweet,  leaving  no  fenfation  of  acrimony 
in  the  throat;  and  rejedf  that  which  is  very  white,  tranf- 
parent,— or  of  a faffron  colour.  The  college  expert  the 
apothecary  to  exprefs  it.  See  ExpreJJed  tils.

Seneka,  or  Senega , is  a fmall  perennial  plant,  growing; 
Tpontaneoufly  in  North  America,  particularly  in  Virginia, 
Pennfylvania,  Canada,  Sec.  and  cultivated  in  Tome  of  our 
gardens.  The  root  confifts  of  fmall  branches,  about  fhe 
thicknefs  of  a Tittle  finger,  (a  goofe-quill,  Spielman,)  pro- 
ceeding from  a thicker  milhaped  head, — each  of  them 
jointed,  varioufly  bent  and  contorted,  with  anular, 
thick-fet,  furrows,  and  an  acute  membranous  margin  on 
each  fide,  running  its  whole  length ; (a  longitudinal 
woody  fibre  alfo  palling  through  its  centre,  as  in  Ipeca- 
cuanha, Berg.)  externally  of  a yellowifh  or  pale  brown 
colour, — internally  white.  The  fmell  is  weak,  but  nau- 
feous,  efpecially  when  a large  quantity  is  ihut  in  a clofc 
veflel,  {Murray,)  the  tafte  warm,  like  Pimpenella  alba, 
but  more  acrid,  (Spielm.  Pbarm.  Gen.)  fub-acid,  and 
flightly  bitter. 

It  is  diuretic,  gently  purgative,  often  excites  nau- 
fea,  and  fometimes  falivates.  It  was  introduced  to  the 
notice  of  Europeans,  by  Dr.  Tennent , about  1736,  who, 
having  fcen  its  good  effects  among  the  Pennfylvanian 
Indians,  in  the  bite  of  the  rattle-fnake,  thought  it  might 
be  ufefully  employed  in  other  difeafes  which  were  accom- 
panied with  fome  fimilar  fymptoms.  (See  his  Phyfical 
Enquiries,  &c.)  It  was  accordingly  tried  with  fuccefs, 
in  inflammations  of  the  breaft  and  lungs,  by  Lemcry, 
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JuJfieu,  and  Du  Hamel,  (Mem.  de  l' Ac.  des  Sc.  1739,^ 
but  more  accurately  by  Bouvart,  ( Mem.  Ac.  Sc.  1 744, ) 
who  in  Tome  cafes,  previoufly  employed  venefedtion. 
It.  adled  by  ftool,  urine,  and  expedloration.  He  gave  it 
alfo  with  advantage  as  a diuretic  in  hydropic  cafes ; and 
Dr.  Percival  thinks  it  fometimes  ufeful  in  the  hydrops 
pedtoris,  as,  befides  its  other  effedls  as  an  evacuant,  it 
adts  on  the  bronchial  glands,  (s Ejfays,  Vol.  II.)  In  the 
rheumatifm  it  is  recommended  in  a letter  from  Gronovius. 
(Com.  Lit.  Norrnb.  1,741.)  Not  being  able  to  procure 
the  Polygala  amara,  I have  tried  both  the  Polygala  vul- 
garis and  Seneka,  in  confumptive  cafes,  but  without  the 
rlefired  fuccefs  from  either.  » 

It  is  given  in  powder  or  decodlion. — In  powder,  from 
3i  to  ^fs  two  or  three  times  a day, — and  moll  conve- 
niently, Dr.  Monro  thinks,  in  pills  with  extradl  of  liquo- 
rice. (On  Pharm.  Chem.)  In  cafes,  where  vomiting 
might  be  unfafe,  the  decodlion  is  moll  eligible.  Tennent 
ufed  a faturated  decodlion  of  ^iij,  boiled  in  a quart  of 
water  to  two-thirds,  of  which  he  gave  ^ifs  every  three 
hours  ; but  this  caufing  an  uneafy  heat  in  the  throat,  &c. 
Bouvart  diredted  3i  only,  to  be  boiled  in  the  fame  quan- 
tity, and  the  dofe  to  be  repeated  at  lhorter  intervals.

This  bark,  taken  both  from  the  trunk  and  root  of  a 
tree  growing  in  Guiana,  is  brought  to  us  in  long  pieces, 
of  a yellowifh  white  colour,  light,  tough,  (flexible,  Ph. 
Dan.)  and  of  a fibrous  texture, — of  a ftrong,  durable, 
bitter,  tafte,  not  very  ungrateful, — without  fmell,  and 
without  any  manifeft  aftringency,  ( L.  M.  M. ) as  appears 
by  its  not  turning  black  with  vitriolated  iron.  ( Murray 
App.  Med.  yrd,  page  462. ) The  bark  of  the  root  is 
efteemed  the  beft,  ( Bancroft's  Hiji.  of  Guiana.  Murray 
ib.)  which  is  diftinguifhed  by  the  veftiges  of  fibres  cutoff. 
( Ph . Dan.)  That  which  is  old,  woody,  of  a dark  colour, 
(ib.)  and  but  (lightly  bitter  fhould  be  rejected.  ( Murray , 
%rd,  p.  460.)  Macerated  in  water,  or  fpirit  of  wine,  it 
quickly  impregnates  both  menftrua  with  its  bitternefs, 
and  a yellow  tin£!ure.  Its  virtues  feem  more  perfectly 
extra&ed  by  cold  than  boiling  water,  the  cold  infufion 
being  rather  ftronger  in  tafte  than  the  deco&ion;  which 
laft,  whilft  hot,  is  pellucid  and  yellow,  becoming  turbid 
and  of  a reddifli  brown  as  it  cools.  ( L.  M.  M. ) The 
milky  appearance,  which  'Juffieu  fays  it  communicates  to 
boiling  water,  was  not  obferved  by  Lewis , in  the  decoc- 
tion of  any  of  the  fpecimens  which  he  examined,  nor  by 
Bergius , nor  Crcll. 

After  being  long  ufed  in  Guiana  as  a medicine  in  al- 
vine  fluxes  and  haemorrhages,  it  was  brought  into  France 

in 
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in  1713;  and,  in  an  epidemic  dyfentery,  which  raged  at 
Paris  in  1718,  neither  yielding  to  purgatives  nor  aftrin- 
gents, — and  faid  to  be  made  worfe  by  Ipecacuanha, — this 
bark  was  given  with  fuccefs  by  Ju/Jieu , ( HIJl.  Ac.  des  Sc. 
Ann.  1729.7  Dcgner  found  it  remarkably  ferviceable  in 
an  epidemic  dyfentery  at  Nimeguen,  in  1736;  but  the 
cure  was  more  fpcedy  and  certain  in  fluxes  of  blood,  and 
bloody  matter,  than  when  the  difeharges  were  bilious; — 
and,  from  the  experiments  of  JufJieu , during  15  years,  it 
appears  to  have  been  fuccefsful,  not  in  dyfenteries  only, 
but  in  chronical  diarrhoeas  of  feveral  fpecies.  t was 
ufed  with  fuccefs  alfo  in  an  habitual  dyfenteric' cholic, 
(Adi.  N.  C.  Vol.  VIII.  p.  94;) — in  a chronical  hepatic 
flux,  by  Boeneken , (Nov.  Adi.  N.  C.  Vol.  Ii.  p.  8 ■,) — 
I11  a lientery,  (ibid.  p.  82;) — in  leucorrhcea,  by  Speer , 
(Duncan  Comm.  Vol.  VII.) — and  for  worms, ; by  De  Haen , 
( P reel.  Path.  tom.  2.) 

It  is  given  in  powder  from  9fs  to  £fs,  or  more,  feve- 
ral times  a day; — but  more  commonly  in  decodfion, 
which,  if  not  given  in  too  large  a dofe,  neither  excites 
naufea  or  vomiting ; whereas  the  powder  fometimes 
feeins  heavy,  and  difagrees  with  the  ftomach.  Jujfieu 
advifes  to  begin  with  a weaker  decodtion,  and  proceed  af- 
terwards to  a ftronger.  He  dire&ed  a decodtion  to  be 
made  by  boiling  £ij  in  Jfeij  of  water,  to  two-thirds,  and 
then  divided  into  four  dofes,  one  of  which  was  to  be 
taken  every  three  hours. 

Siinarouba,  though  fuppofed  to  a&  as  a demulcent  as 
well  as  a tonic,  and  the  more  fafely  to  be  employed  as 
being  a bitter  without  manifell  aftringency,  requires 

however, 
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however,  like  moft  other  remedies,  fome  judgment  in  its 
exhibition,  to  infure  its  fuccefs.  In  fome  cafes,  evacu- 
ants  of  the  primae  vise  are  previoufly  neceflary; — in 
others,  vensfeclion,  &c.  See  the  writers  on  Mat.  Med. 
— Pringle , Brocklejby , and  Monro , &c.  on  the  difeafes 
of  armies — and  Lind,  Rouppe , &c.  on  difeafes  of  fea- 
men.

Creeping  Water-P arfnip  is  an  indigenous,  perennial, 
plant,  growing  in  our  rivers  and  ditches,  and  flowering 
in  July  and  Auguft, — with  Leaves  winged — Rundles  from 
the  Tides  of  the  ftem,  nearly  fitting  uniformly  oppofite 
the  leaves,  ( Stokes  apud  Withering ,)  Spokes  8 or  9 — Petals 
white,  entire,  egg-fhaped,  flightly  bent  in, — Ste?n  fcored, 
angular,  and  trailing, — lower  leaves  with  2,  the  upper 
with  I,  pair  of  Leafits , — Leapts  fitting.  (With.  Bot.  Arr. 
Vol.  I.)  The  apothecary  mu  ft  be  careful  not  to  miftake 
for  Water-parfnip  the  Ocnanthe  crocata , or  Hemlock  drop-  ( 
•wort,  (the  firft,  or  fpring  leaves,  of  which  are  fimilar  to  , 
thofe  of  the  former,  Ray.  tiijl.  PL),  as  the  whole  plant 
of  the  Hemlock  drop-wort,  Withering  fays,  is  poifonous.

Indian  Pink  is  a perennial  plant,  and  a native  of  South 
Carolina, — the  root  of  which,  after  being  marly  years  in 
ufe,  there,  among  the  Indians,  planters,  and  medical 
practitioners,  was  made  known  in  1754  to  Dr.  Whytt , 
by  Dr.  Lining , whole  account  of  it  was  publilhed  in  the 
EJfays  phyf.  and  lit.  Edinb.  Fol.  I.  as  was  a farther  ac- 
count in  the  third  vol.  of  the  fame  Elfays,  fent,  in  1764 
and  1766,  to  Dr.  Hope , by  Dr.  Garden. 

This  root,  which  is  horizontal,  fimple,  unequal,  with 
many  long  fibres, — is  faid  to  be  a fafe  anthelminthic, 
rarely  failing,  if  the  root  be  not  too  old, — not  naufeous 
to  children, — often  proving  laxative,  and  in  a large  dofe 
purgative  or  emetic; — and  yet  it  is  pillowed  to  caufe  a 

vertigo. 
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vertigo,  dimnefs  of  fight,  and  convulfions  of  the  globe 
of  the  eye,  more  or  lefs  lading, — even  for  whole  days, 
( Lining  and  Garden.)  Of  the  root  in  fubftance  (which 
is  moft  efficacious)  xii  grains  are  a moderate  dofe  for  a 
child  three  years  old, -—or  an  infufion  in  boiling  water  of 
xx  grains,  mixed  with  milk,  and  fweetened,  to  be  re- 
peated morning  and  evening  for  fome  days,  (Lining-,) 
for  an  adult,  from  ~i  to  ^ifs,  or  more,  and  an  infufion 
of  ^iij,  or  jjiv,  twice  a day.  (Garden.)  It  is  fafer  in 
general  to  give  large  dofes  than  fmall,  as  the  vertigo  and 
convulfions  oftener  follow  from  fmall  dofes ; whereas, 
from  large,  he  never  obferved  any  other  effedt  than  its 
proving  emetic,  or  violently  cathartic.  Id.  ib. 

Garden  fays  fometimes  gfs  is  as  purgative, as  the  fame 
quantity  of  rhubarb, — that  he  never  found  it  of  much 
lervice  except  it  proved  gently  purgative,  and  he  thinks  a 
previous  emetic  fhould  never  be  omitted.  Lining  always 
added  to  the  powder  a fufficient  quantity  of  rhubarb  to 
keep  the  body  open,  and  Garden  fays  the  addition  of  the 
purgative  renders  its  ufe  fafe,  and  prevents  all  danger  of 
convulfion  of  the  eyes.  It  is  given  in  worm  fevers  by 
both, — by  the  latter  along  with  a fmall  proportion  of 
Rad.  SerpentariiE  Virginianae — the  exacerbations  of  which 
it  abates,  he  fays,  considerably.  Gard.  p.  149.

The  plant  is  a native  of  the  fouthern  parts  of  Europe, 
producing  large  rough  triangular  feeds,  of  a dark  colour, 
a difagreeable  fmell,  and  a very  naufeous,  bitterifh,  burn- 
ing tafte.  They  were  formerly  ufed  as  a cathartic,  but 
operated  with  fo  much  violence,  both  upwards  and 
downwards,  and  were  fo  liable  to  inflame  the  throat, 
that  the  internal  ufe  of  them  has  long  been  laid  afide.

Convhon  Dandelion  is  an  indigenous  perennial  plant, 
growing  in  meadows,  paftures,  road  Tides,  ditch-banks. 
Sic.  and  flowering  from  April  to  September,  with  leaves 
notched,  finely  toothed,  fmooth,  [Linn.)  varying  from 
winged  clefts  in  a very  dry  fi'tuation,  to  nearly  entire 
in  a very  moift  one,  ( Woodward  j)  Jlem  fomewhat  cot- 
tony towards  the  top,  ( Curt . Stokes ) blojjom  yellow,  ex- 
panding about  five  or  fix  in  the  morning,  and  clofing 
early  in  the  afternoon.  ( tVither .)  The  fmetl  of  the 
herb  is  weak,  the  tafte  bitter, — the  root  has  no  fmell ; 
the  tafte  at  firft  a little  fwectifh,  then  bitter,  (Tweeter  at 
the  beginning  of  fpring;  in  fummer  more  bitter.  (Ber- 
gius.)  The  roots,  leaves,  and  flower-ftalks,  abound

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with  a milky  juice  of  no  particular  fmell,  but  a bitterifh 
tafte,  not  loft  by  infpiflation.  ( L.  M.  M. ) Neither  the 
root  nor  the  plant  in  fubftance,  nor  its  preparations, 
bear  long  keeping.  The  dry  root,  after  being  kept 
about  a twelvemonth,  entirely  loft  its  bitternefs,  and 
only  a flight  fweetifhnefs  remained.  An  extradt  from 
the  frefh  root,  infpiflated  to  drynefs,  and  kept  the  fame 
length  of  time,  fuffered  nearly  the  fame  change.  (Id.  ib .) 

The  exprefled  juice  of  the  herb  is  diuretic,  aperient, 
and  fomewhat  laxative;  of  which  from  ^ifs  to  %lv  have 
been  given,  three  or  four  times  a day,  to  corredt  thick, 
fizy,  blood;  (Delius  Dijf.)  and  this  juice,  either  alone 
or  mixed  with  whey,  Van  Swieten  fays,  is  of  conftder- 
able  fervice  in  the  jaundice.  ( Comment,  tom.  3.)  A de- 
codtion  of  both  herb  and  root  is  recommended  in  im- 
petigo, fcabies,  &c.  (Frank.  Samlung , tom.  1.)  and  a 
decodtion  of  the  root,  in  ftones  of  the  kidneys,  and 
dropfy  from  an  induration  of  the  liver,  (ib.)  Bergius 
fays  a decodtion  of  the  frefli  root  in  whey,  or  broth,  has 
fucceeded  in  difeafes  of  the  liver  where  other  remedies  failed, 
adding,  that  he  had  often  fucceeded  in  refolving  a hard- 
nefs  of  the  liver  by  a broth  of  this  kind,  joined  with  cream 
of  tartar, — taken  every  day  for  weeks  or  months;  and 
that  this  regimen  anfwers  expectation  in  bilious  calculi 
and  afcites.  Berg.  Mat.  Med.  to?r.  2. 

A foft  extract,  made  by  infpiflkting  a decodtion  of  the 
roots  in  water,  given  from  two  to  four  tea-fpoonfuls 
every  morning,  is  praifed  by  Roferylein  for  obftrudted 
vifeera,  jaundice,  and  coftivenefs;  and,  by  Zinmermanp 
for  tubercles  of  the  lungs,  in  their  Letters  to  Murray , 
See  his  App.

Cojnmon  Elm  is  a tall  tree,  growing  in  hedges, — moft 
plentiful  in  Middlcfex  and  YVorcefterfhire,  ( Stokes  op. 

F 3 Wither - 
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Withering^) — but  not  found  north  of  Stamford??  (Ray 
Syn.  j Stokes,) — with  Leaves  doubly  ferrated,  unequal  at 
the  bafe,  (Linn.)  Flowers  in  very  Ihort,  broad-topped, 
fpikes,  and  Bark  of  the  trunk  clacked  and  wrinkled. 
Withering , Bot.  Arr . Vol.  I, 

A deco&ion  of  the  inner  bark  has  been  recommended, 
by  Lyfons,  in  various  chronical  cutaneous  eruptions. 
(Med.  Tranf.  of  London  College , Vol.  II.)  It  cures  the 
Lepra I&hyofis  of  Sauvages , ( Lett.  Med.  Mem.)  Dr.  Monro 
fays  he  found  that  eruptions  of  the  true  leprous  kind, 
though  often  greatly  mitigated,  nay  fometimes  feenringly 
perfectly  removed,  generally  returned  in  the  fpace  of  a 
few  months,  or  at  ieaft  within  the  year.  (Pharm.  Chem.) 
Dr.  Lyfons  diredts  the  decodtion  to  be  made  by  boiling 
^iv  of  the  bark  neareft  the  wood,  taken  frefh  from  the 
tree, — in  fpring  from  the  fmall  (not  fmalleft)  branches, 
• — in  autumn  from  the  branching  roots, — in  ft>iv  of 
water  to  Ifeij, — dofe  fofs  twice,  or  thrice  a day.  He 
was  commonly  obliged,  he  fays,  to  give  purging  medi- 
cine? with  it.  See  his  account  in  Med.  Tranf  of  the 
Lond.  Col.  My  experience  can  add  little  to  the  forego- 
ing evidence  in  its  favour.  For,  though  I have  for 
many  years  employed  a decoction  of  ^iv  of  the  dried 
bark,  in  the  fame  quantity  and  dofe, — and  I think  with 
advantage — yet  I never  trufted  it  without  the  afliftance 
of  Qther  remedies;  — fmart  purgatives,  in  particular, 
were  fcarcely  ever  omitted. 
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Urtlca,  XJrtica  dioica , L.  S.  P, 

Stinging  Nettle , 
the  Herb . 

This  fpecies  of  Stinging  Nettle  is  perennial,  and  grows 
wild  on  ditch-banks,  dunghills,  and  manured  ground. 
The  leaves  are  oppofite,  heart  fhaped,  ferrated.  It  puts 
forth  flowers  in  July,  which  are  fertile  and  barren  on 
diflindt  plants.  ( With .)  The  juice,  depurated  and 

gently  infpifTated,  difcovers  a confiderable  tafte  of  the 
fubfaline  kind.  L.M.M ’. 

This  plant,  however  it  may  be  defpifed,  is  not  with- 
out medical  utility, — if  the  teftimonies  of  many  are  to 
be  believed.  ( Murray , App.  Med.  Vol.  IV.)  The  juice, 
taken  from  ^ij  to  ^iv,  is  commended  in  nephritic  com- 
plaints, ( Spies  de  Herb,  anfineph .)  in  internal  haemor- 
rhages, ( Chomel, ) in  haemoptyfis,  [Am.  Lufitan . Cent. 
6. — Lazerme  Curat. — Scopoli  FI.  Carniol.)  in  uterine 
hemorrhages,  ( Peyroux  Olf.)  and  joined  with  decodtion 
of  equifetum,  in  cafes  of  bloody  urine,  {FUJI.  Morb, 
Vratijlav.)  The  nettle  is  a common  remedy  in  an 
incipient  phthifis  among  the  people  of  Brunfwipk,  ex- 
amples of  which  may  be  feen  in  Lange  Rem.  Brunfv. 
Dam.  At  a feafon  when  the  juice  is  not  to  be  ob- 

tained, the  powder  is  ufed  mixed  with  fugar  pr 
honey. 

The  uneafy  itching  fenfation  produced  by  this  plant 
probably  gave  rife  to  a method  of  cure,  by  fome  called 
yrtication , which  was  directed  by  Celfus , and  confided 
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in  flinging  a paralytic  limb  with  nettles  until  it  became  red : 
( Celf.  Lib.  3.  c.  27.  Ed.  L.  Targ#,  p.  141.)  and  the 
legs  of  lethargic  people  were  ordered  to  be  fo  treated  by 
Areitsus , (mpi  Oipaw.  o|.  wa9.  Ed.  Wigan.- p.  go.)  Nor 
has  the  pra&ice  been  totally  forgotten,  as  a palfy  is 
faid  to  have  been  thus  cured  in  Hi/}.  Ac.  Sc.  1741, 
p.  103.)  Scopo/i  faw  an  arm  reflored  to  its  fenfation 
and  motion  by  urtication  only,  ( FI.  Cam.)  and  Homob. 
Pifo  has  many  examples  of  febrile  flupor  removed  by 
this  application  to  the  arms,  thighs,  and  legs.  ( Spicileg . 
Cur.)  A nettle-leaf,  put  upon  the  tongue,  and  then 
prefTed  againfl  the  roof  of  the  mouth,  is  fometimes  effica- 
cious in  flopping  a bleeding  at  the  nofe.  Withering ,

Bear's  Whortleberry  is  a low  evergreen  fhrub,  growing 
in  the  northern  countries  of  Europe  and  America,  and 
in  mountainous  places  of  the  temperate  regions  of  Eu- 
rope. It  is  cultivated  here  in  gardens,  but  not  pre- 
ferved  without  difficulty. 

The  apothecary  mufl  diflinguifh  it  from  the  Vacci- 
nium  Vitis  idesa , or  red  Whortleberry  of  Linnaeus,  which 
in  fome  refpedls  refembles  it.  The  leaves  of  Uva 
Urfi  are  narrower  at  the  bafe,  thicker,  entire  under- 
neath; whilfl  thofe  of  the  red  whortle  are  broader  at  the 
bafe,  thinner,  flightly  indented  at  the  end,  the  mid- 
rib 
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rib  terminating  in  a roundifh  knob,  ( Stokes  ap.  With.) 
— with  deep  veins  above,  which  are  equally  prominent 
underneath,  ( Woodward  ap.  eund .)  underneath  dotted, 
(dots  dark  brown,  prominent,  ( Stokes . — That  (viz.  uva 
urfi)  has  trailing  ftalks, — this  ftalks  obliquely  afcending. 
— That  has  an  ovate  corolla,  under  the  germen,  with 
ten  ftamina j — this  is  bell-fhaped,  deeper  cut,  higher 
than  the  germen,  with  eight  {lamina — That  a berry, 
farinaceous,  dry,  infipid,  commonly  with  five  cells,  and 
feeds; — this  a berry  full  of  an  acid  juice,  four  cells,  and 
numerous  feeds.  Murr.  App.  Med.  Tol.  II. 

The  leaves  of  the  Uva  Urfi  have  a tafte  at  firft  flyptic, 
afterwards  agreeably  bitter; — the  ftalks  and  their  bark 
are  much  more  aftringent  than  the  leaves,  but  lefs  bitter, 
and  the  woody  part  almoft  entirely  infipid.  The  fmell 
of  the  dried  leaves  is  like  that  of  liquorice  root,  or  its 
extract.  They  contain  more  gummy  parts,  in  which 
the  bitternefs  refides,  than  of  refin,  which  is  infipid, — 
an  aqueous  menftruum  is  therefore  preferable  to  a fpiri- 
tuous.  Boiling  extricates  the  .efficacious  parts  more 
powerfully  than  infufion.  Murray  ib. 

This  plant  is  faid  to  have  been  known  and  ufed  in 
Epain,  Naples,  and  Montpellier,  long  before  1756, 
about  which  time  the  experiments  made  with  it  at 
Vienna,  in  calculous  complaints,  excited  the  general 
attention.  The  greateft  number  of  inftances  of  its  good 
effects  was  in  fuch  diforders  as  were  feated  in  the  kid- 
neys; but  there  are  many  where  a ftone  was  manifeftly 
in  the  bladder:  fome  patients  found  immediate  relief, 
others  not  till  after  fome  months  continuance  ot

the  remedy,  and  feme  were  reftored  to  perfect  health, 
( Haen . Rat.  Med.  Vol.  I,  & fcq.  — Murray  App. 
VoL  If.)  It  has  appeared  alfo  to  be  ferviceable 
in  various  difeafes  of  the  urinary  paffages  in  which 
a ftone  was  not  fufpe&ed, — in  ulcerations,  dyfury, 
ft rangury,  — mucotas,  prulent,  and  bloody  urine,  See. 
- — even  a fuppreffion  of  urine,  which  had  required  the 
introduction  of  the  catheter  for  more  than  three  months, 
was  cured  by  Uva  Urfi  in  a few  weeks.  ( Plenck  Mat. 
Cbyr.)  It  has  not  indeed  always  fucceeded.  Haller , 

who  had  laboured  feveral  years  under  a dyfury,  was  re- 
lieved by  it  only  for  a fhort  time.  [Comm.  nov.  Getting.') 
It  failed  with  Acre/ , in  Sweden,  both  before  and  after 
lithotomy, — with  TVerlhaff- J in  Germany, — and,  in  Bri- 
tain, the  expectations  of  feveral  (perhaps  too  much  raifed) 
were  difappointed.  But,  though  Uva  Urfi  does  not  ap- 
pear to  be  a folvent  of  human,  calculi,  (and  perhaps  there 
Is  not  any  fuch  known,)  it  may  be  confidered  as  a va- 
luable remedy,  if  it  only  leflens  the  torture,  and  thereby 
renders  life  more  tolerable.  Murray  ibid. 

The  leaves  are  given  in  powder,  from  gr.  xv  to  9ij, 
three  or  four  times  a day. — An  infufion  of  ^i,  or  gij, 
in  a Ifoi  of  water  is  more  agreeable  than  a decoCtion,— r- 
but  the  decoCtion,  as  before  obferved,  is  mod  efficacious. 
See  Haen  Rat . Med. — Murray  Comment.  & App.  Med, .

THE.  PREPARATION  OF  SOME  SUBSTANCES 
NOT  SOLUBLE  IN  WATER. 

X7IRST  bruife  thefe  fub fiances  in  a mortar 
to  a powder;  then  pour  on  a little  water, 
and  grind  it  upon  a hard  and  fmooth,  but  not 
calcareous  Hone,  to  make  it  as  fine  as  poflible. 
Lay  this  powder  upon  chalk  covered  with 
filtering  paper,  in  a warm,  or  at  leaft  a dry 
place,  for  fome  days. 
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In  this  manner  are  to  be  prepared 
Antimony, 

Crabs  Claws,  firft  broken  into  fmall 
pieces,  and  waftied  with  boiling  wafer, 
Coral, 

Chalk, 

Calamine, 

Oyster-shells,  firft  cleanfed  from  their 
impurities. 

Amber, 

Tutty, 

Verdigris  muft  be  prepared  in  the  fame 
manner. 


REMARK. 

Calamine  is  roafted,  or  calcined,  in  order  that  it 
may  be  more  eafily  reducible  to  a very  fine  pow- 
der; and  the  fhops  being  ufually  fupplied  with  it 
in  this  calcined  {fate,  the  College  have  fo  directed 
in  their  Materia  Medica.  The  Edinburgh  College 
alfo  thus  direft  it  in  their  Pharmacopoeia  of  179a. 
Where  Calamine  cannot  be  procured  already  cal- 
cined, this  Calamine  ftone,  or  ore  of  Zinc,  is  to 
be  thrice  heated  in  a ftrcng  red  heat,  and  as  often 
quenched  with  water.  Ed.  D.  1756. 
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A direction  was  given  in  the  former  Difpenfatory 
to  take  particular  care  that  Antimony , Calamine, 
and  Tutty,  be  reduced  to  the  molt  fubtile  powder 
poffible.  The  fenfibility  of  the  parts,  to  which 
Calamine  and  Tutty  are  often  applied,  requires 
them,  as  Dr.  Lewis  has  obferved,  to  be  perfectly 
freed  from  any  grofs  irritating  particles;  and  An- 
timony, unlels  thoroughly  comminuted,  may  not 
only  wound  the  ftomach,  but  pafs  off  without  pro- 
ducing any  other  fenfible  effect  than  an  increafe  of 
the  groffer  evacuations;  whilfl,  if  reduced  to  the 
utmolt  finenefs,  it  may  become  a medicine  of  con- 
derable  efficacy. 

ADIPIS  SUILLiE  SEVIQUE  OVILLI 
PRiEPARATIO. 

Tue  Preparation  of  Hog’s  Lard  and  or4 
Mutton-Suet. 

Cut  into  pieces,  and  melt  with  a flow 
fire ; and  then  feparate  from  the  mem- 
branes by  {framing.

The  Purification  of  Ammoniacum. 

Boil  Ammoniacum,  if  it  appears  impure, 
in  water,  until  it  foftens,  and  prefs  it  through 
an  hempen  cloth;  then  fet  it  by,  that  the  re- 
finous  part  may  fubfide.  Evaporate  the  wa-^ 
ter ; and,  towards  the  end  of  the  infpiflation, 
mix  the  refinous  part  with  the  gummy. 

In  the  fame  manner  Afa  Foetida,  and  fimi- 
lar  Gum-refms,  are  purified. 

You  may  alfo  purify  any  gum,  which  melts 
eafily,  fuch  as  Galbanum,  by  putting  it  into 
an  ox-bladder,  and  holding  it  in  boiling  water 
until  it  becomes  foft  enough  to  be  feparated 
from  its  impurities  by  preffing  it  through  an 
hempen  cloth. 

R E M A R ' K. 

In  draining  the  Gums,  care  fhould  be  taken  that 
the  heat  be  neither  too  great  nor  too  long  continued, 
otherwife  a confiderable  portion  of  their  more  adlive 
volatile  matter  will  be  loft, — an  inconvenience 
which  cannot,  by  any  care,  be  wholly  avoided. 

c Hence 
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Hence  the  purer  tears,  unjlrained , are  preferred, 
fcr  internal  ufe,  to  the  drained  gums,  by  the  fa- 
culty of  Paris.  L. 

As  an  additional  reafon  for  this  preference,  we 
may  add,  that  l'ome  of  the  gum-refins,  purified  in 
the  common  way,  by  folution  in  water,  expreflion, 
and  evaporation,  are  not  fo  eafily  foluble  in  aque- 
ous menftrua  before,  as  after,  fuch  depuration.

In  the  burning  of  Hartfhorn,  a ftrong  fire  and 
the  free  admiflion  of  air  are  neceffary.  The  pot- 
ter's furnace  was  formerly  diredted  for  the  fake  of 
convenience,  but  any  common  furnace,  or  ftove, 
will  do.  If  fome  lighted  charcoal  be  fpread  on  the 
bottom  of  the  grate,  and  above  this  the  pieces  of 

Horn 
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Horn  are  laid,  they  will  be  burnt  to  whitenefs,  ftill 
ietaining  their  original  form.  L. 

Burnt  hartffiorn  is  not  now  confidered  as  a pure 
earth,  having  been  found  to  be  a compound  of  cal- 
careous earth  and  pholphoric  acid.  It  is  the  weak- 
eft  of  the  animal  abforbents,  being  foluble  in  acids 
with  great  difficulty;  but,  whether  it  be  of  equal 
or  fuperior  ufe  in  diarrhoeas,  to  more  powerful 
abforbents,  future  obfervation  muft  determine. 

HERBARUM  ET  FLORUM  EXSICCATIO. 

The  drying  of  Herbs  and  Flowers. 

Spread  them  lightly,  and  dry  them  with  a 
gentle  heat. 

REMARK. 

Both  the  colours  and  virtues  of  Herbs  are  pre- 
ferved  in  greateft  perfection  when  they  are  dried 
hajtily  by  an  heat  of  common  fire  as  great  as  that 
which  the  fun  can  impart;  an  inftance  of  which  we 
have  in  the  drying  of  Tea  by  the  Chinefe.  Quick 
drying  is  more  particularly  proper  for  flowers. 
Saffron  is  a part  of  a flower,  dried  on  paper,  on  a 
kind  of  kiln,  with  an  heat  fufficient  to  make  it 
fweat,  taking  care  only  not  to  endanger  its  fcorch- 
ing. . L.

water  in  a water-bath  faturated  with  fea-falt, 
until  the  pulps  are  of  a proper  confidence. 

Bruife  the  pod  of  the  Cadi  a of  the  Cane, 
and  pour  on  boiling  water,  that  the  pulp  may 
be  wafhed  out;  then  prefs  the  matter  through 
a coarfe  fieve,  and  afterwards  through  a hair 
fieve;  then  evaporate  in  a water-bath  fatu- 
rated  with  fea-falt,  until  the  pulp  is  brought 
to  a proper  confidence. 

Prefs  out  the  pulps  of  ripe  and  frefh  fruits 
through  a fieve,  without  any  boiling. 

REMARK. 

The  manner  of  obtaining  the  pulp  of  Caffia  from 
the  pod  is  now  particularly  diredted.  The  former 
Difpenfatory  ordered  it  to  be  boiled  out  of  the 
bruifed  pod : (as  does  the  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia 
of  1792)  by  which  method  the  pulp  is  not  ob- 
tainable perfectly  pure,  as  the  feeds  part  with  their 
mucilage, — though  nothing  fhould  be  communi- 
cated by  the  pod.  The  pulp  is  obtained  in  the 
greateft  purity,  if  the  quantity  be  not  large,  by 
flitting  the  pods  lengthwife,  pufhing  out  the  cells 
and  feeds  with  the  fingers,  and  wafhing  the  pulp 
from  them. 
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The  quantity  extradted  at  a time  ought  not,  as 
Lewis  has  obferved,  to  be  great,  as  it  is  apt  to  turn 
four  by  long  keeping. 

All  bodies  poflefs  a capacity  for  a certain  quan- 
tity of  heat,  and  which  only  they  can  retain  without 
affuming  a gaffecus  or  aeriform  ftate.  Under  the 
ordinary  prellure  of  the  atmolphere,  water  boils  at 
2120;  but  faline  folutions  require  a higher  tempe- 
rature ; — therefore,  as  the  common  water-bath 
icatcely  fupplies  a lufficient  heat  for  the  evaporation 
of  fome  particular  preparations,  we  frequently  ufe 
that  of  the  faturated  Solution  of  Sea  Salt,  which 
bears  a degree  of  heat  about  equal  to  230°,  and 
expedites  the  procefs  without  producing  any  em- 
pyreuma.

A proof  of  the  Squill  being  properly  dried,  is  its 
retaining,  though  friable,  its  original  bitternefs  and 
acrimony.

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By  drying,  Lewis  fays,  the  root  lofes  four-fifths 
of  its  original  weight ; and  that  the  parts  which  ex- 
hale are  merely  watery  : hence  four  grains  of  the 
dry  root  are  nearly  equivalent  to  a fcruple  of  the 
frefh. 

It  is  given  as  an  expeftorant  and  diuretic,  to 
adults,  in  dofes  of  a few  grains  : in  fomewhat  larger 
ones  it  proves  emetic. 

SPONGII  U S T I O, 

The  Burninc  of  Sponge. 

Cut  the  Sponge  into  pieces,  and  beat  it  fo 
as  to  feparate  the  gritty  matter ; burn  it  in  a 
clofe  iron  veffel  until  it  becomes  black  and 
friable : afterwards  rub  it  to  a verv  fine 
powder. 

REMARK.- 

The  gritty  matter,  compared  with  the  weight  of 
the  Sponge  when  prepared,  is  fometimes  confider- 
able. 

If  the  quantity  of  Sponge  put  into  the  veffel  at 
once  be  large,  the  outfide  will  be  fufficiently  burnt- 
before  the  infide  is  affedted,  and  the  volatile  fait  of 
the  former  will  in  part  efcape  before  that  in  the  lat- 
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ter  is  begun  to  be  formed.  To  avoid  this  incon- 
venience, the  Sponge  may  be  kept  continually  ftir- 
ring,  in  fuch  a machine  as  is  ufed  for  the  roafting 
of  coffee. 

Sponge,  on  diftillation  with  a flrong  heat,  yields 
a volatile  fait  in  its  proper  form  ; and,  even  in  this 
preparation,  the  fait  is  fo  far  extricated,  that,  if  the 
burnt  Sponge  be  ground  in  a brafs- mortar,  it  cor- 
rodes the  metal,  fo  as  to  contract  a difagreable 
taint,  and  fometimes  an  emetic  quality.  L. 

It  fhould  therefore,  as  directed  in  the  former  Dif- 
penfatory,  be  powdered  in  a mortar  of  glafs  or 
tone.  Of  this  laft  fort,  the  mortars  of  Mr. 
Wedgewood’s  manufacture  are  preferable.  * 

Burnt  Sponge  is  given  in  doles  of  a fcruple,  or 
more,  in  fcrofulous  complaints. 

We  need  not  enter,  in  this  place,  upon  a che- 
mical enquiry  concerning  the  formation  of  volatile 
alkali,  although  Dr.  Lewis,  in  the  note,  may  not 
be  perfectly  correct,  according  to  our  prefent  opi- 
nions upon  that  fubject.

Confiderable  care  is  required  in  preparing  the 
infpiftated  juice  of  Hemlock.  Befides  the  precaut 
tion  of  gathering  the  plant  at  the  proper  feafon, 
and  preventing  the  mixture  of  any  other  vege- 
table, (fee  Mat.  Med.') — the  evaporation  fhould 
take  place  as  loon  as  pofhble  after  the  expreffion  $ 
and  therefore  the  juice  fhould  not  be  bought, 
already  exprejfed , from  a gardener, — as  has  been 
too  often  done.  For  if,  as  Lewis  obferves, 
this  expreffed  juice,  which  retains  the  fmell 
of  the  plant,  be  fuffered  to  fettle  until  it  becomes 

? clear, 
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clear,  it  lofes  nearly  all  the  fpecific  flavour  of  the 
Hemlock ; the  odorous  principle  Teeming  to  fe-* 
parate  and  fubflde  with  the  herbaceous  feculencics 
(M.  M. ) Moreover,  if  the  opinion  of  Storck , who 
imputes  its  fometimes  failing  of  fuccefs  to  a too 
great  diffipation  of  its  volatile  parts  by  an  hafty 
evaporation,  be  as  well  founded  as  it  is  generally 
believed,  the  evaporation  fliould  be  flow.  It 
were  to  be  wiflied  that  the  degrees  of  infpiflation, 
both  of  Juices  and  Extracts,  could  always  be  de- 
termined with  precifion.  In  the  infpiflation,  how- 
ever, of  this  juice,  the  confidence  intended  is  fuch 
as  is  proper  for  forming  it  into  pills ; which  it  may 
be,  with  proper  attention,  and  its  ftrength  ren- 
dered more  conflantly  uniform,  than  by  adding  a 
quantity  of  the  powdered  leaves,  as  Storck  di- 
re died,  and  as  it  is  ftill  ordered  in  the  Edinburgh 
Difpenfatory. 

In  confirmation  of  the  above  obfervations,  Dr. 
Withering  fays  no  medicinal  plant,  when  colledted, 
is  more  apt  to  heat  and  ferment  than  Hemlock ; 
which,  if  it  does,  the  quantity  of  extradl  is  much 
lefs,  and  its  properties  greatly  impaired, — and  that, 
if  the  feculencies  are  thrown  away,  the  medicine 
is  fpoiled.  Bot . Arr.  Vol.  i.  Ed.  i. 

It  is  generally  given  cautioufly  at  firfl,  viz.  in 
dofes  from  a grain  or  two  to  five  grains,  in  a day, 
to  adults,  and  augmented  gradually.  Sometimes 

feveral 
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feveral  drams  have  been  given  in  that  fpace  with- 
out producing  giddinefs.  But  Dr.  Withering  fays 
from  gr.  v.  to  gr.  x.  of  extradt,  duly  made,  are  a 
proper  dofe,  and  that  few  conftitutions  will  bear 
more  without  experiencing  difagreeable  effedts. 

The  plant  mav  be  kept  dry,  either  in  ftrong 
brown -paper  bags, — or,  if  powdered,  in  glafs  bottles 
fo  placed  as  to  exclude  the  light.  Withering  ibid. 


As  the  London  College  have  admitted  the  Aco- 
nitum  into  their  Materia  Medica,  we  might  have 
expected  in  this  place  a Formula  for  the  preparation 
of  its  Exprefled  Juice,  efpecially  fince  many  prac- 
titioners are  in  the  habit  of  preferibing  it — The 
Edinburgh  College  not  only  admit  this,  but  the  ex- 
prefled Juices  of  the  Belladonna,  the  Hyofcyamus, 
and  the  Ladtuca  Virofa— -each  of  which  may  be  pre- 
pared in  the  following  manner- — Bruife,  and  exprefs 
the  Juice  from  the  plant  in  an  Hempen  Bag; — Eva- 
porate the  Liquor  in  open  veflels  in  the  heat  of  boil- 
ing water  (ftirring  it  brifkly  towards  the  lad)  to  the 
confidence  of  thick  honey.  Keep  it  in  a proper 
veflel  moidened  with  a little  redtified  Spirit  of 
Wine — A grain,  or  two  at  mod,  of  thefe  Infpiflatcd 
Juices  is  at  fird  a very  fufficient  dofe,  which  may 
be  increafed  according  to  circumdances.

The  latter,  if  Sir  John  Pringle’s  experiments 
are  to  be  relied  on,  is  a bitter,  remarkably  anti- 
feptic,  and  given  in  dofes  of  a fcruple  or  two,  either 
by  itfelf,  or  as  an  affiftant  to  other  remedies,  in 
flatulency,  dyfpepfy,  and  pains  of  the  ftomach  or 
bowels. 

The  Extraft  of  White  Poppy  is  alfo  lately 
added,  and  may  be  given  as  an  ufeful  anodyne  in 
double  the  dofe  where  opium  is  thought  ne- 
ceffary.

The  difficulty  with  which  Logwood  communi- 
cates its  virtue  to  an  aqueous  menftruum  would 
feem  to  require  it  to  be  powdered,  yet,  if  the  Apo- 
thecary buys  it  even  in  coarfe  powder  only,  there 
is  danger,  however  cheap  the  Logwood,  of  hav- 
ing it  mixed  with  Jamaica  and  other  woods  ftill 
cheaper, — the  detection  of  which,  in  that  date,  is 
not  eafy,  and  in  a fine  powder  lcarcely  poffible. 

Extract  of  Logwood  is  given  in  alvine  fluxes, 
from  half  a dram  to  a dram,  twice  or  thrice  a day.

Such  part  of  the  fluid  as  cannot  be  poured  off  is 
not  to  be  filtered  through  paper,  as  its  grofler 
parts  form  a vifcid  cake  on  the  paper,  through 
which  the  more  fluid  cannot  pafs.  The  manner 
of  filtering,  ufually  employed  in  this  preparation, 
has  been  by  placing  one  end  of  fome  moiftened 
ftrips  of  woollen  cloth,  fkains  of  cotton,  or  the 
like,  in  the  juice,  and  laying  the  other  end  over 
the  edge  of  the  veflel,  fo  as  to  hang  down  lower 
than  the  furface  of  the  liquor ; by  which  manage- 
ment all  the  moiflure  will  be  gradually  drained 
away.  L. 

It  is  given  to  adults,  in  dofes  of  one  or  two 
grains,  or  more,  as  a ftrong  cathartic  in  hydropic 
cafes, — fometimes  ufefully.  Baldinger  gives  it  in 
fmall  dofes,  with  other  medicines,  to  promote 
urine.

As  the  Oil  of  Palma  Chrijli , or,  as  it  is  com- 
monly called,  Caftor  Oily  prepared,  by  expreflion, 

from 
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from  frefli  feeds,  after  long  keeping  grows  thick, 

reddilh,  tranfparent,  ( Bergius ,)  and  rancid,— its 
purgative  property  decreafing  with  its  increafing  a- 
crimony,  (De  Machy-,)  and,  as  there  is  fome- 
times  danger  of  a mixture  of  different  feeds,  or  of 
old  oil  with  the  frefh,  the  College  has  diredled  the 
apothecary  himfelf  to  exprefs  it. 

The  Edinburgh  College  diredt  this  Oil  to  be  pre- 
pared alfo  by  boiling  the  bruifed  feeds  in  water, — 
but  although  they  ftate  this  as  the  method  in  which 
it  is  ufually  obtained  in  the  Weft  Indies,  yet  I can- 
not help  thinking  that  it  muft  fooner  be  difpofed 
to  become  racid. 

It  has  been  long  in  ufe  as  a mild  lubricating 
purgative,  producing  its  effedt  without  griping,  in 
cafes  where  the  more  acrid  purgatives  are  thought 
lefs  neceffary  or  fafe.  It  adts  fo  gently,  that  it 
maybe  given  to  new-born  infants,  and  to  pregnant 
and  lying-in  women,  and  has  been  found  an  ufeful 
remedy  in  vomiting,  iliac  paffton,  fpafmodic  cho- 
lic, ( Frajer ,)  afthma  from  the  fumes  of  lead,  (Belle 
Hamb.  der  med.  Prax.)  in  dyfentery,  worms,  &c. 

It  is  given  to  infants  in  the  dofe  of  34  or  more; 
— to  adults,  from  to  ?i,  and  repeated  (as  a 
large  dofe  excites  naufea  and  vomiting)  at  proper 
intervals.

REMARK. 

EJJential  Oils  are  prepared  from  vegetables  in  the 
manner  of  their  diflilled  waters ; but  with  a fome- 
what  lefs  proportion  of  water; — thofe  of  the  odo- 
riferous kind  chiefly  from  flowers,  or  plants  in  a 
flowering  ftate.  See  Rofemary,  &c.  in  Mat.  Med. 
The  time  of  maceration  varies  with  the  temperature 
of  the  feafon  and  texture  of  the  fubftance,  from  two 
or  three  days  to  a week  or  longer. 

The  heat,  Lewis  fays,  fhould  be  expeditioufly 
railed  at  firft,  and  continued  in  fuch  a degree,  that 
the  Oil  may  come  over  freely: — that  moft  of  thefe 
Oils  require  the  water  to  boil,  but  that  many  of 
thofe  from  odoriferous  flowers,  as  Lavender , Rofe- 
mary, &c.  rife  with  an  heat  confiderably  lefs ; 
and,  for  thefe  fubflances,  he  propofes  a contrivance, 
by  which  they  are  expofed  to  vapour  of  boiling 
water  only.  Sec  his  Mat.  Med.  and  Difp. 

Thefe  Oils  are  feparated  from  the  water  which 
accompanies  them  by  means  of  a funnel;  the  Idem 
of  which  being  flopped  by  a finger,  and  the  liquor 
poured  into  it,  the  Oil,  if  light,  loon  fwims  on  the 
furface,  or  fubfides  if  ponderous.  The  undermofl,

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whether  oil  or  water,  is,  by  removing  the  finger,  firft 
let  out ; and  the  uppermofl  retained  by  replacing 
the  finger,  and  again  doling  the  Hem.  L.

REMARK. 

This  Oil,  firft  introduced,  about  the  beginning 
•of  this  century,  by  Dippelius , (whofe  name  it  has 
borne,)  when  properly  prepared,  will  be  limpid, 
of  a fmell  not  ungrateful,  and  an  aromatic  tafte. 
Model,  of  Peterjburgh , took  fome  pains  to  leflen 
the  expence,  by  reducing  the  fifteen  or  fixteen  rec- 
tifications, then  thought  necefiary,  to  a fmaller 
number.  He  di  reded  the  fetid  Oil  to  be  poured 
into  a glafs  cucurbit  with  an  alembic  head,  fo  as 
not  to  foul  the  fide  of  the  vefiel,  and  diftilled  it 
with  a gentle  heat;  feparating,  by  a change  of  the 
receiver,  the  limpid  Oil  which  firft  comes  over,  from 
the  more  yellow  which  follows;  and,  in  like  man- 
ner, the  fecond  from  the  third.  He  fays,  that,  to 
redify  the  firft  limpid  portion,  one  diftillation  with 
4 a flow 
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a flow  fire  is  fufficient  but  the  other  portions  com- 
monly require  two,  in  which  the  limpid  part  mufl 
be  feparated  in  the  fame  manner,  from  the  more 
impure  which  follows,  by  changing  the  receiver  j 
and  the  procefs  thus  be  continued  until  all  the  Oil 
flows  limpid  and  white.  Vide  Commerc.  Literar . 
Norimberg.  Ann.  1741. 

To  prevent  this  Oil  becoming  ferid,  and  turning 
yellow  or  black,  by  the  accefs  of  the  air,  it  mufl  be 
kept  in  phials,  holding  only  a'dram  or  two,  filled 
full,  clofe  flopped,  tied  down,  and  placed  with 
their  mouths  in  fand,  or  immerfed  in  water. 

This  penetrating  Oil  is  given,  in  dofes  from  ten 
to  forty  drops,  to  adults,  in  fpafmodic  cafes ; and 
before  the  paroxyfm  of  intermittents,  where  great 
danger  is  apprehended  from  a return  of  fuch  pa- 
roxyfm.

It  may  feem  rather  extraordinary,  that  a copper 
veflel  is  ftill  retained  in  this  procefs,  notwithftand- 
ing  the  College  abfolutely  difapproves  the  ufe  of 
any  utenfil  in  which  there  is  even  but  an  admixture 
of  copper,  (page 3.J — But  the  reafon  feems  to  be, 
that,  as  Oil  of  Turpentine  is  generally  diftilled 
upon  a larger  fcale  than  that  of  a retort,  and  as  it 
fometimes  accidentally  takes  fire,  lefs  danger  is  to 
be  apprehended  from  the  explofion  in  a copper  than 
in  a glafs  vefiel.  Moreover,  I do  not  find  that  the

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Oil  of  Turpentine  has  any  cupreous  impregnation ; 
for  the  Copper  is  not  eafily  adted  upon  by  the  Tur- 
pentine, in  that  degree  of  heat  by  which  this  is 
raifed  into  vapour.

Spirit  of  'Turpentine , as  this  eflential  Oil  has 
been  commonly  called,  is  given  as  a diuretic  and 
fudorific,  in  dofes  of  a few  drops  ; — but  it  has  been 
given  in  much  larger  dofes,  for  removing  chronic 
rheumatifms, — not  indeed  often  fuccefsfully,  when 
unaccompanied  with  other  remedies.

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Remark. 

Some  caution  is  requifite  in  mixing  the  two 
liquors,  that  the  cortfequent  heat  and  ebullition, 
which  would  diflip  ate  apart  of  the  mixture,  hazard 
the  breaking  of  the  veflel  and  the  hurt  of  the  ope- 
rator, may  be  avoided.  The  fecureft  way  is,  to 
add  the  vitriolic  acid  to  the  fpirit  of  wine  by  a little 
at  a time,  waiting  till  the  firfl  addition  is  incor- 
porated before  another  quantity  is  put  in;  by  which 
the  enluing  heat  is  inconflderable,  and  the  mixture 

is  effected  without  inconvenience.  L.

As  to  the  inftruments,  a retort  with  a tubulated 
receiver,  with  a common  receiver  adapted,  is  fuf- 
ficient. 

In  the  procefs,  the  liquor  fhould  at  firfl:  be  made 
to  boil,  and  the  diftillation  afterwards  continued, 
with  a milder  heat,  to  perfect  drynefs.  After 
having  properly  feparated  the  oily  part  of  the  dif- 
tilled  liquor  by  the  funnel,  and  mixed  with  it 
the  pure  Kali,  the  mixture  is  to  be  committed  to 
diftillation  ; and,  the  Ether  being  drawn  off  with  a 
Very  gentle  heat,  the  Oleum  Vini  will  be  left  in  the 
retort.

The  Swedifh  Difpenfatory  diredts  the  diftillation 
from  a glafs  retort,  and  by  a water-bath : — that 
the  fourth  part,  which  firft  comes  over,  and  is 
phlegm,  be  thrown  away ; and  the  receiver  being 
then  changed,  the  diftillation  to  be  continued  fo 
long  as  the  fluid  comes  over  limpid.  Beaum'e  fays, 
that,  though  what  firft  comes  over  is  lefs  acid  than 
that  which  follows,  it  is  however  infinitely  more 
grateful  in  fmell,  and  has  too  much  acidity  to 
be  thrown  away.  The  College  have  thought  the 
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preparation  as  diredted  above  fufficiently  acid  for 
the  purpofes  to  which  it  is  applied but  the  Edin- 
burgh College  in  diftilling  eight  pints  rejedt  the  firft 
product  of  the  diftillation,  viz.  the  firft  quart,  and 
draw  over  only  for  medicinal  purpofes  two  others, 
thinking  the  remainder  either  too  acid  or  two  em- 
pyreumatic  for  general  ufe.

Vinegar  diftilled  from  Verdigris  has  a difagree 
able  fmell,  and  turns  blue  on  being  faturaced  with 
Aq.  Ammoniac, — a manifeft  proof  that  it  contains 
copper,  ( Leonhardi  Anmerk  in  Macquers  Chem. 
Worterb.  Vol.  II. ) — a portion  of  which  it  retains, 
according  to  Power,  even  after  a re-diftillation 
with  a gentle  heat. — According  to  Mr.-  Bertbolet ,

this  acid  differs  efTentially  from  the  acid  of  vine- 
gar. See  Mem.  Ac.  Sc.  Ann.  17 83. — It  was  em- 
ployed in  the  preparation  of  Hydrargyrus  acetatus. 
—P'id.  Pharm 1788. 

If  the  procefs  be  condu&ecf  with  attention,  I 
believe  little  or  no  copper  will  be  detefted  by  the 
ammoniacal  teft. — The  portion  of  it  however,  if 
any,  is  fo  very  minute,  that  it  cannot  be  at  all 
injurious  to  animal  life,  apd  therefore  is  of  little 
confequence  ; efpecially  as  in  the  preparation  of 
other  medicines  the  copper  may  often  be  feparated 
by  fuperior  chemical  affinity. — If  acetous  acid  be 
required  perfectly  pure,  and  without  the  leaft  foreign 
admixture,  it  may  be  procured  by  diftilling  it  from, 
kali  acetatum  inftead  of  verdigris.

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REMARK. 

This  was  formerly  called  Spirit  us  Sails ■ marini 
Glauberi . The  addition  of  water  is  here  necef- 
lary,  the  marine  vapours  being  fo  volatile,  as 
fcarcely  to  condenfe  without  fome  adventitious  hu- 
midity, and  the  procefs  is  conduced  with  greater 
fafety  when  the  water  is  added  in  the  beginning, 
than  in  the  manner  employed  in  Wolfe’s  ap- 
ratus.  The  vitriolic  acid  is  moft  conveniently 
mixed  with  the  water  in  an  earthen  or  (tone-ware 
vcffel ; for,  unlefs  the  mixture  is  made  very  (lowly, 
it  grows  fo  hot  as  to  endanger  the  breaking  a glafs 
one.  The  mixture  (hould  be  put  to  the  fait  under 
a chimney,  as  the  muriatic  acid,  which  imme- 
diately appears  in  the  form  of  white  fumes,  ought 
to  be  avoided  as  injurious. 

When  the  mixture  is  grown  fomewhat  cool,  it 
may  be  poured  on  the  Salt  already  placed  in  the 
retort,  and  the  djftillation  directly  begun.  Here 
alfo  a tubulated  receiver  is  proper.  The  heat  is 
to  be  fo  conducted  as  to  prevent  the  matter  from 
boiling  over,  or  the  fumes  rifing  fo  quick  as  to 
endanger  the  receiver,  The  Salt  left  in  the  re- 
tort, when  purified,  gives  the  Sal  Catharticus 
Glauberi . See  Natron  vitriolatum, 

It  may  perhaps  feem  fuperfluous  to  decrepitate 
the  fea  fait,  fince  water  is  afterwards  added ; but 
unlefs  the  fea  fait  is  perfectly  dry,  the  proportion 
to  the  vitriolic  acid  will  always  be  liable  to  variation.

This  was  formerly  called  Sfiritus  Nitri  Gku. 

„ , A pound  of  vitriolic  acid  is  fufficient  to  expel 
all  the  nitrous  Acid  from  about  two  pounds  of  ni- 
tre, not  from  more ; and,  if  equal  parts  of  the  two 
be  employed,  the  produft,  in  either  cafe,  is  in 
quality  the  fame  5 the  difference,-  in  this  refpeft, 
afrefting  only  the  refiduum.  If  lefs  Nitre,  it  can- 
not  afford  Alkali  enough  to  faturate  the  vitriolic 
acid,  and  the  refiduum  will  not  be  a neutral,  but 
a very  acid.  Salt.  In  this  laft  cafe  there  is  one 

con- 
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conveniency ; the  acid  Salt  being  readily  foluble 
in  water,  fo  as  to  be  got  out  without  breaking  the 
retort,  which  the  others  are  not.  L. 

The  caution,  given  in  the  laft  Difpenfatory,  to 
make  the  mixture  under  a chimney,  is  very  ne- 
ceflary  to  be  obferved ; for  red  corrofive  fumes 
will  rife  very  copioufly,  which  are  extremely  per- 
nicious, and  ought  to  be  carefully  avoided  by  the 
operator. 

For  greater  fecurity,  fome  employ  a large  re- 
ceiver with  two  tubes,  to  the  uppermoft  of  which 
is  fitted  another  tube,  three  feet  long,  whilft  the 
lowermoft  is  inferted  into  a fmaller  receiver,  or 
bottle.  The  Swedifh  Difpenfatory  directs  only  a 
receiver,  large  and  -properly  tubulated.  The  Nitre, 
dried  and  powdered,  being  put  into  a retort,  of 
which  it  muft  not  take  up  more  than  one-third, 
and  the  retort  being  placed  in  a fand-heat,  the  vi- 
triolic acid  is  to  be  poured  into  it  through  a glafs 
funnel,  whofe  flem  is  long,  and  bent  fo  as  to  form 
a right -angle  with  its  cup;  when,  the  apparatus 
being  adjufted,  and  the  receiver,  &c.  immediate- 
ly luted,  the  diftillation  is  to  be  performed  with 
an  heat  gradually  raifed,  and  continued  until  the 
recipient  grows  cool,  and  no  drops  fall  from  the 
retort.

The  Chemifts  have  long  difufed  the  paper- cone. 

Maud , of  London,  and  others,  employed  glafs  1

retorts,  for  the  firft  fublimation,  with  the  narrow 
part  of  the  tubes  cut  off,  to  which  they  joined  re- 
ceivers not  luted ; fcraping  out  the  flowers  fre- 
quently from  the  necks  of  the  retorts,  and  ufing 
a degree  of  heat  juft  fuflicient  to  keep  the  Ben- 
zoin melted.  For  the  rectification,  they  employed 
ftone-ware  bodies,  with  large  glafs  blind-heads, 
fitted  to  them,  without  luting.  The  impure 
flowers,  after  being  wrapped  in  bibulous  paper 
and  moderately  preffed,  were  re-fublimed  into 
the  blind  heads  of  a pearly  whitenefs.

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SAL  ET  OLEUM  SUCCINI. 

Salt  and  Oil  of  Amber. 

Take  of  Amber  two  pounds. 

Diftil  in  a fand  bath  with  a fire  gradually 
raifed — an  acid  liquor  and  oil,  and  fait  im- 
pregnated with  oil,  will  afcend. 

REMARK. 

In  the  diflillation  of  Amber,  the  fire  muff  for 
fome  time  be  continued  gentle,  fcarcely  exceeding 
the  degree  at  which  water  boils,  until  the  aqueous 
phlegm  and  thin  oil  have  arifen ; after  which  it 
is  to  be  flowly  increafed.  If  the  fire  be  urged  too 
haftily,  the  Amber  will  rife  in  its  whole  fubftance 
into  the  receiver  without  undergoing  the  requi- 
fite  feparation  of  its  parts.  The  acid  liquor,  for- 
merly called  Jpirit , is  a mere  folution  of  a finall 
portion  of  the  fait  in  phlegm. 

The  fait  is  ufually  dried  between  the  folds  of 
fpongy  paper.

Salt  of  Amber,  freed  from  as  much  of  the  oil 
as  fpongy  paper  will  imbibe,  is  ftill  of  a dark 
brown  colour:  when  perfectly  pure  it  is  white 
and  of  an  acid  tafte  not  ungrateful.  It  requires, 
for  its  folution,  of  cold  water  in  fummer,  about 
twenty  times  its  weight ; of  boiling  water  about 
twice  its  weight ; and  is  fcarcely  foluble  at  all,  in 
redified  fpirit,  without  the  afliftance  of  heat.  L. 

It  is  given  as  a cooling  diuretic  in  dofes  of  a 
few  grains,  and  alfo  in  hyfterical  complaints.

REMARK. 

Though  chalk  does  not  act  upon  Sal  ammoniac 
until  a confiderable  heat  is  applied,  it  muft  not  be 
too  great,  nor  too  fuddenly  railed;  for,  ifit  is,  a 
part  of  the  chalk  (though  of  itfelf  not  capable  of 
being  elevated  by  any  degree  of  heat)  will  be  car- 
ried up  along  with  the  volatile  fait.  Du  Hamel 
(Mem.  Acad.  Sc.)  could  not.feparate  the  chalk, 
thus  volatilifed,  by  the  gentlelt  re-fublimation ; it 
dilfolved  with  the  volatile  Alkali  in  water,  and  ex- 
haled with  it  in  the  air.  L.  ' 

The  obiervations  contained  in  the  preceeding  pa- 
ragraph do  not  fufficiently  explain  the  formation  of 
ammonia — the  fire  weakens  the  forces  of  attraction 
exifting  between  the  conftitucnt  elements  of  the  pri- 
mary combination,  fo  that  a double  decompoiition 
immediately  takes  place — the  muriatic  acid  of  the 
Sal  Ammoniac  uniting  itfelf  to  the  calcareous  earth, 
whilft  the  carbonic  acid  of  the  chalk  combines  with 
the  ammonia  and  is  fublimed  along  with  it.

From  the  refiduum  which  is  the  digeftive  fait 
of  Sylvius  (Kali  muriatum)  diddled  in  the  ordinary 
manner  with  vitriolic  acid  may  be  procured  muriatic 
acid — the  faline  mafs  left  in  the  retort  is  Kali  vi- 
triolatum.

It  was  omitted  in  the  laft  Difpenfatory,  Pem- 
berton fays,  left  it  fhould  be  given  inftead  of  the 
Aqua  Ammonice  made  with  Kali,  which  is  fully 
faturated  with  carbonic  acid,  and  therefore  more 
adapted  for  internal  exhibition.

REMARK. 

This  preparation,  formerly  called  AkaU  Vegeta- 
bile  fixum  CduJHcum  and  Lapis  fepticusy  is  defcribed, 
in  the  Ed.  Difp.  1792,  (Caujlicum  commune  accrri - 
mum ) more  particularly,  viz.  to  evaporate  the 
Lixivium  in  a very  clean  iron  veffel  upon  a gentle 
hre,  until  (on  the  ebullition  ceafing)  the  ialine 
matter  gently  flows  like  oil,  which  happens  before 
the  veffel  becomes  red.  Pour  out  the  cauftic,  thus 
liquefied,  upon  a fmooth  iron  plate  ; let  it  be 
divided  into  fmall  pieces  before  it  hardens,  and 
thefe  are  to  be  put  into  phials  clofc  ftopt.  It  is  a 
very  powerful  cauftic,  but  too  apt  to  liquefy  upon 
the  part  to  which  it  is  applied,  and  to  lpread 
beyond  the  limits  within  which  it  is  intended  to 
operate.

remark. 

Hartlhorn,  when  the  quantity  is  not  large,  is 
made  as  dry  as  pofhble,  and  diftilled  from  an  iron 
pot,  to  which  an  alembic  head  of  earth  or  iron  is 
fitted,  in  an  open  fire.  The  receiver  may  be  of 
glafs,  and  large,  with  a glafs  or  tin  adopter,  in- 
ferted  between  that  and  the  pipe  of  the  head.  The 
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Swed.  Di/p.  fliredls  a tubulated  iron  retort  and 
adopter.  ‘The  fire  is  to  be  firft  moderate,  increafed 
(lowly,  and  at  length  raifed  almoft  to  the  higheft 
decree.  An  aqueous  liquor  arifes,  fucceeded  by 
the  fait  and  oil.  The  fait  at  firft  difiblves  as  it 
comes  over  in  the  phlegm;  and,  when  this  is  fatu- 
rated,  the  remainder  of  the  fait  comes  over,  and 
concretes  in  a folid  form.  When  the  Salt  begins 
to  arife,  white  fumes  are  feen  to  pafs  into  the  re- 
ceiver, which  increafing,  yellow  faline  cryftals  form 
upon  its  Tides.  The  fire  is  not  now  to  be  haftily 
augmented,  as  thefe  fumes  come  with  fuch  vehe- 
mence as  would  fometimes  throw  off"  or  burit  the 
receiver,  if  a l'mall  hole  were  not  made  in  the 
luting,  to  be  flopped  with  a wooden  peg,  or  left, 
open  at  difcretion.  After  the  Salt  has  all  arifen, 
a thick  Oil,  of  a dark  red  colour,  comes  over  : the 
protefs  is  now  to  be  difcontinued,  and  the  vefiels, 
when  grown  cold,  unluted. 

The  Liquor  being  poured  out  of  the  receiver, 
the  Salt  which  remains  adhering  to  its  Tides  is  to  be 
wafhed  off  with  a little  water,  and  added  to  it;  unlefs 
it  be  required  to  have  the  whole  of  the  fait  folid  and 
undiffolved,  in  which  cafe  the  phlegm  fhould  be 
removed  as  Toon  as  the  Salt  begins  to  arife,  and  the 
receiver  until  that  time  left  unluted. 

The 
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The  Oil  may  be  firft  leparated  from  the  volatile 
liquor  (formerly  called -Sfeir.ifit?  Gcri£$$r yf)  by  the 
funnel,  and  afcerwards,  more  perfectly,  by  filtra- 
tion through  paper  firfi  wetted. 

The  volatile  liquor  may  be  freed  from  the  fu- 
perfluous  phlegm  by  diftillation  in  a common  re- 
tort, placed  in  a fand-furnace,  if  conducted  with  a 
very  gentle  heat.  The  Salt  will  rife  firft,  and  fix 
itfelf  to  the  upper  part  of  the  receiver,  from  which 
it  will  foon  be  wafhed  down  by  the  fubfequent 
phlegm.  As  foon  as  the  Salt  is  almoft  diflolved, 
Lewis  has  adyifed  to  raife  the  retort  out  of  the 
fand,  to  ftop  the  procefs  directly,  and  if  any  Oil 
fwims  on  the  top,  to  fkjm  it  off.  The  liquor  will 
thus  be  fully  faturated,  and  prove  always  e^ual  in 
ftrength;  whereas,  if  the  procefs  is  not  now  flop- 
ped, the  phlegm  continuing  to  rife  muft  render  the 
liquor  weaker.  As  this  rectification  is  not  fuffi- 
cient  to  render  it  pure,  that  is,  clear,  and  of  a 
grateful  odour,  the  College  have  directed  it  to  be 
repeated  a third  time. 

The  Salt  may  be  feparated  from  the  Liquor,  and 
purified,  in  fome  degree,  by  fublimation  in  a tall 
body  with  a glafs  head,  removing  the  veflels  as 
foon  as  the  phlegm  begins  to  rife;  but  it  requires 
farther  depuration,  by  lubliming  it  from  a fmall 
portion  of  Alkohol,  or  as  the  College  directs, 
from  chalk.

Here  it  is  commonly  given  as  a 
diaphoretic  more  largely ; viz.  from  two  or  three 
drams  to  fix.

Take  of  prepared  Kali  one  pound. 

Boil  it,  with  a flow  fire,  in  four  or  five 
times  its  quantify  of  diftilled  vinegar  ; when 
the  effervefcence  ceafes  add  at  different  times 
more  diftilled  vinegar,  until  one  portion  be-^ 
pig  nearly  evaporated,  the  addition  of  ano- 
ther will  excite  no  efferyefcence,  which  will 
happen  when  about  twenty  pounds  of  dif- 
tilled vinegar  have  been  ufed;  afterwards  let 
it  be  dried  flowly.

If  the  fufion  has  been  properly  performed, 
the  ftrained  liquor  will  be  colourlefs ; if  other- 
wile,  it  will  be  of  a brown  colour. 

Laftly,  evaporate  this  liquor  with  a flow 
fire,  in  a {hallow  glafs  veffel;  fometimes  ftir- 
ring  the  fait  that  it  may  the  fooner  become 
dry;  which  fhould  then  be  kept  in  a veffel 
clolely  ftopt.

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The  Salt  ought  to  be  very  white,  and  to 
diffolve  entirely,  both  in  water  and  fpirit  of 
wine,  without  leaving  any  fediment.  If  the 
Salt,  although  white,  fhould  depofit  any 
feculencies  when  dilTolved  in  fpirit  of  wine, 
the  folution  muft  be  filtered  through  paper, 
and  evaporated  again  to  drynefs. 

REMARK. 

This  is  the  Sal  diureticus  of  the  former  Difpen- 
fator'y.  The  operator  muft  be  very  careful,  in 
melting  the  impure  Salt,  not  to  ufe  too  great  an 
heat,  or  to  keep  it  liquefied  too  long;  a little 
fhould  be  occasionally  taken  out,  and  put  into  wa- 
ter ; and,  as  foon  as  it  begins  to  part  freely  with 
its  black  colour,  the  whole  is  to  be  removed  from 
the  fire.  In  the  laft  drying,  the  heat  muft  not  be 
fo  great  as  to  melt  it;  other  wife  it  will  not  prove 
totally  foluble.  L. 

It  is  celebrated  as  a powerful  diuretic  in  hydro- 
pic cafes,  proving  at  the  fame  time  mildly  laxa- 
tive.

Diflolve  the  vitriolated  Magnefia  and  the 
prepared  Kali  feparately,  each  in  ten  pints  of 
water,  and  filter  through  paper j then  mix 
them.

REMARK. 

Magnefia  is  a peculiar  earth,  forming  with  viCri-* 
olic  acid  a purgative  fait  eafily  foluble  in  watery 
whilft  common  abforbent  earths  with  this  acid  form 
almoft  infoluble  compounds* 

Here  a double  elective  attraction  takes  place; 
for  the  Magnefia  and  the  Kali  changing  acids,  there 
arife  two  new  products,  viz.  vitriolated  Kali  and 
aerated  Magnefia.  It  is  in  general  efteem  for  cor- 
recting acidity,  and  proves  laxative  when  given 
from  a fcruplc  to  a dram.

Take  of  white  Magnefia  four  ounces  by 
weight.

remark. 

Here  the  Magnefia  is  deprived  of  the  fixed  air, 
conftituting  more  than  half  its  weight,  without  be- 
ing converted  into  a cauftic  lime,  and  remaining 
equally  mild  with  the  preceding  aerated  Magnefia. 
If  fufficiently  burnt,  it  does  not  effervefce  with 
acids,  and  therefore  is  held  more  applicable  to 
complaints  in  the  primae  vim  of  adults,  attended 
with  flatulence,  and  often  purges  brifkly  in  the  dofe 
of  a dram  or  two. 

I do  not  fublcribe  entirely  to  the  doctrine  con- 
tained in  the  former  pa.-r  of  this  remark ; for  al- 
though magnefia  cannot,  like  calcareous  earth,  be 
converted  into  quicklime,  yet  I mull;  fuppofe  it 
governed  in  fome  meafure  by  general  laws,  equally 
with  other  bodies  deprived  of  fixed  airj  and  that 
an  attraction  for  the  principle  which  has  been  ex- 
pelled by  fire  mufl  be  exerted  by  the  body  thus 
deprived,  and  that  in  proportion  to  this  difpo- 
fition  to  re-combine  with  it,  caufticity  muft  more 
or  Id's  depend.

Crude  Sulphur  is  generally  combined  with  a por- 
tion of  arfenic,  from  which  it  is  not  always  entirely 
freed  by  its  fublimation  into  Flowers,  as  the  arfenic, 
even  in  a low  degree  of  heat,  will  often  be  fublimed 
along  with  it.  The  procefs  therefore  of  boiling  the 
Flowers  of  Sulphur  in  water  not  only  wafhes  away 
the  adherent  vitriolic  acid,  but  deprives  them  alfo 
of  any  arfenic  which  might  poflibly  be  mixed  with 
them  in  the  fublimation.

As  foon  as  the  mixture  is 
nearly  at  the  point  of  ebullition,  it  rarefies  fo  much 
as  certainly  to  run  over  the  fides  of  the  velfel,  and 
flame  in  a dangerous  manner,  unlefs  removed  in 
time  from  the  fire.  The  fire  fhould  be  gentle  for 
fome  time,  and  at  length  increafed  until  the  oil  juft 
bubbles,  in  which  heat  it  fhould  be  kept  until  all 
the  Sulphur  appears  dilfolved.

REMARK. 

This  is  the  Calx  Antimonii  of  the  laft  Difpen- 
fatory.  The  Nitre  fhould  be  purified,  and  care- 
fully dried, — the  mixture  injedled,  by  a fpoonfui 

at 
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at  a time,  into  a crucible  of  a white  heat, — and 
care  taken  not  to  melt  the  calx.  With  regard  to 
its  virtues,  Vigani3  a chemift  of  the  laft  century, 
had  pronounced  it  to  have  no  more  effedl  than 
tobacco-pipe  clay,  and  that  a perfon  gained 
£.2000  by  this  knowledge.  Boerhaave  has  ufed 
a fimilar  phrafe.  No  wonder  then  that  traders, 
as  honeft  as  Vi  gam' s acquaintance,  fubftituted  that 
clay  in  its  (lead,  and  that  the  medicine  came  into 
difufe.  James’s  opinion  of  it  may  be  feen  in  fe- 
veral  places  of  his  Difpenfatory.  It  is,  indeed, 
one  of  the  mildeft  antimonials:  but,  if  it  be  true 
that  it  proves  emetic  after  long  expofure  to  the  air, 
and  that  by  means  of  the  black  flux  a regulus  may 
be  obtained  from  it — fome  effect  may  be  prefumed. 
The  Tranflator  hopes  to  be  excufed,  if  he  fays, 
that  he  prepared  the  Calx  lota  himfelf  in  1741 ; — 
that. he  has  ever  fince  ufed  it, — often  defignedly  to 
excite  naufea, — and  continues  deceived,  if,  when 
genuine,  it  is  inefficacious.  It  is  generally  given 
in  fmall  dofes,  to  promote  a diaphorefis,  from  ten 
grains  to  a fcruple. 

We  have  no  determinate  idea  of  the  common 
terms  of  red  and  white  heat — Mr.  Wedgewood  has 
contrived  a thermometer  for  measuring  the  higher 
degrees  of  heat,  and  begins  his  fcale  with  mark- 
ing 
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ing  the  red  heat  fully  vifible  in  day  light  zero  or 
0°,  which  is  calculated  to  be  equal  to  1077°  of 
Fahrenheit.

Take  Crocus  of  Antimony,  powdered, 
Vitrolic  Acid,  of  each  one  pound.

R E M A R K. 

This  feems  to  be  the  bell  method  of  preparing 
this  medicine,  called  in  the  former  Difpenfatory 
Tart  arum  emeticum , although  fome  Chemifts  make 
it  equally  well  with  other  preparations  of  Anti- 
mony. It  is  a medicine,  which,  from  its  fafety, 
convenience  of  exhibition,  and  little  tafte,  is  in 
genera-  ufe  as  an  alterant  and  emetic.  It  m^y  be 
given,  in  the  former  intention,  to  adults,  from 
one  eighth  of  a grain  to  one  half;  in  the  latter, 
from  one  or  two  grains  to  four  \ or  in  the  way  the 
French  give  their  Emetique  en  Lavage that  is,  a 
full  dofe,  largely  diluted,  is  given  by  fmall  portions, 
every  half  hour,  until  a vomiting  fucceeds.

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ANTIMONIUM  VITR1FA.CTUM. 
Vitrified  Antimony. 

Take  of  powdered  Antimony,  by  weight, 
four  ounces, 

Burn  it  in  a broad  earthen  veffel,  raifing 
the  fire  gradually,  and  ftirring  with  an  iron 
rod  until  it  no  longer  emits  any  fmoke.

from  fix  to  fixteen  grains,  nor  is  it  thought  by 
fome  inferior  in  its  effects. 

In  juftice  to  the  celebrated  medicine,  for  which 
however  the  Antimonial  Powder  may  be  confi- 
dered  as  a tolerably  good  jfubftittite,  I cannot  help 
declaring  that  it  appears  to  be  both  milder  and  more 
uniform  in  its  operation : for  although  James's 
Powder  may  be  given  fometimes  in  as  large  a dofe 
as  that  mentioned  in  the  former  part  of  the  Re- 
mark, yet  few  Practitioners  will  prefcribe  the 
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Antimmial  Powder  in  a dofe  larger  than  fix  grains. 
- — May  noi  .different  quantities  of  fulphur  in  equal 
weights  of  the  crude  Mineral , which  is  employed 
in  making,  the  Pulvis  Antimonialis , vary  its  powers 
as  a medicine  ?

Sometimes  particles 
of  copper  are  mixed  or  combined  with  the  iron, 
rendering  the  Salt  impure,  which  may  be 
known  by  dropping  a little  Aqua  Ammonite  pur<e 
into  fome  of  the  folution,  which  will  change  it  to 
a fapphirine  colour.  It  is  given,  as  being  ftronger, 
in  fmaller  dofes  than  the  former  preparations  of 
Iron,  viz.  from  half  a grain  to  three  or  four  grains 
in  cafes  of  debility  of  fibre,  chlorofis,  &c.

noftrils,  as  is  ufual  in  powdering  Cantharides,  &c. 
it  bang  difficult  to  prevent  the  lighter  particles  of 
the  fublimate  from  affedting  the  mouth  and  eyes. 

Lewis  recommends,  as  a precaution,  to  fprinkle 
the  fublimate  with  a little  rectified  fpirit  during  the 
triturej  which,  he  fays,  will  not  impede  the  union 
of  the  ingredients,  or  prejudice  the  fublimation ; 
but  that,  if  this  be  done,  it  is  better  not  at  firft  to 
cover  the  fubliming  veflel  with  a cap  of  paper,  as  is 
ufual,  but  to  defer  it  until  the  mixture  begins  to 
iublime, — that  the  fpirit  may  efcape. 

The  marks  of  the  fublimate  being perfedtly  dul- 
cified > are  its  being  infipid,  and  not  foluble  except 
by  long  boiling  in  a large  portion  of  difiilled  water. 
If  the  water  has  taken  up  any  part  of  it,  on  drop- 
ping an  alkaline  folution  into  the  decodlion,  it  will 
grow  turbid  if  not,  it  will  continue  limpid. 

Calomel  is  in  common  ufe  for  the  Lues  Venerea, 
in  dofes  from  one  grain  to  five ; and  is,  perhaps, 
one  of  the  fafeft,  as  well  as  one  of  the  moft  effica- 
cious remedies,  in  a variety  of  difeafes,  to  which  a 
found  judgment  may  render  it  applicable.

This  is  the  Mercurius  corrofivus  JublimatUs  of  the 
former  Difpenfatory,  which,  at  the  time  that  wa 
publifhed,  was  prepared  by  few  of  our  Apothecaries 
or  Chemifts,  but  \vas  generally  imported  from  Hol- 
land. It  has  now  been,,  for  fome  years,  prepared 
by  feveral  chemifts  in  London,  and  large  quantities 
exported  to  foreign  countries. 

The  Dutch  fublimate  was  long  fufpedled  to  be 
adulterated  with  arfenic,  and  is  afterted  to  be  fo, 
by  Piderit,  fo  lately  as  1782.  ( P bar  mac.  ration.) 
When  fuch  a fophiftication  is  by  fome  particular 
management  effected,  it  may  be  detected  by  the 
peculiar  fmell  of  garlic,  which  is  perceived  upon 
throwing  it  on  burning  coals.  Experiments,  howr- 
ever,  have  lately  proved  that  arfenic  does  not  fub- 
lime  with  an  heat  which  elevates  muriated  Quick- 
filver : but  a ftronger  augument  againft  fuch  fophif- 
tication is — that  arfenic  is  not  neceftary  to  increafe 
the  produdt, — as  fuch  increafe  can  be  effected  with- 
out the  admixture  of  any  arfenic  at  all. 

The  operator  fhould  be  careful  to  avoid  the  per- 
nicious fumes,  which  arife  on  mixing  the  vitriolic 
acid  with  the  Quickfilver,  and  to  choofe  for  the 
fublimation  a glafs  cucurbit,  of  which  the  ingre- 
dients will  occupy  only  one-third.  In  this  procefs, 

the 
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the  vitriolic  acid,  after  it  has  changed  the  Quick- 
filver  to  a white  calx,  and  the -fea-falt,  has  been 
added,  unites  with  the  bafis  of  the  fea-falt,  forming 
Natron  Vitriolatuniy  or  Glauber' s Salt ; whilft  the 
muriatic  acid,  which  is  thereby  fet  free*  unites  with 
the  Quickfilver,  and,  affifted  by  the  increafing 
heat,  fublimes  witlf  it  in  the  form  of  a white  cryftal- 
line  mafs,  which  adheres  to  the  upper  j>art  of  the 
cucurbit. 

This  preparation  is  a very  ftrong  active  poifon, 
— yet  a folution  of  it  was  given  to  the  Tranflator 
repeatedly,  as  an  emetic,  fifty  years  ago.  It  has 
been  employed  in  very  fmall  dofes  as  an  alterative, 
in  veneral  cafes,  for  more  than  a century ; but  its 
ufe  was  not  generally  known  until  Van  Swieten , 
about  the  middle  of  this,  warmly  recommended  it, 
and  not  unjufcly.

Scheele's  direction  is,  that,  when  the  acid 
appears  no  longer  to  aft  upon  the  Quickfilver,  the

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Solution  mull  be  made  nea/ly  to  boil,  and  continued 
in  that  heat  for  three  or  /our  hoiirsy  now  and  then 
fhaking  the  veffel, — cowards  the  end  making  it  boil 
gently,  for  a quarter  of  an  hour.  See  more  on  this 
Subject  in  S cheek's  EJfaysy  and  the  Notes  of  Dr . 
Beddoes. 

As  it  has  been  fuppofed  by  many  to  be  a new  in- 
vention of  S cheele,  and  being  recommended  by  him 
as  an  eafy  and  cheap  lubftitute  for  Calomel,  it  has 
come  pretty  much  into  ufe  ; but  the  teflimonies, 
before  the  Committee,  of  its  good  effects,  not  being 
confonant  with  each  other,  the  College  did  not 
think  proper  to  fubflitute  it  for  a medicine  of  fuch 
eftablifhed  character  as  Calomel,  but  introduced 
this  for  future  trial.  It  is  given  in  dofes  fimilar  to 
thofe  of  Calomel. 

Notwithftanding  any  doubt  that  might  hitherto 
or  may  Still  be  entertained,  concerning  the  nature 
of  this  mild  mercurial,  I feel  no  hesitation  in  fay- 
ing, that  it  is  equal  and  fimilar  to  Calomel  in  every 
refpect, — and  that  the  muriatic  acid  is  here  as  per- 
fectly Saturated  and  combined  with  the  Quickfilver, 
as  in  the  more  tedious  and  expenfive  procefs  for  the 
preparation  of  Calomel.

This  preparation  is  the  Mercurius  corrofivus  ruber 
of  the  former  Difpeniatory.  Its  fparkling  appear- 
ance, which  is  improved  by  the  muriatic  Acid,  and 
which  is  generally  confidered  as  a tell  of  its  ge- 
nuinenefs  and  ftrength,  is  prefently  loft,  if  the  Calx 
be  not  removed  from  the  fire  foon  after  it  has  ac- 
quired it.  If  adulteration  with  Minium  be  fuf- 
pefted,  it  is  difcovered  by  the  duller  hue,  but  more 
certainly  by  burning  fome  of  it  in  a fpoon,  for  the 
pure  will  deflagrate  entirely,  and  the  adulterated 
will  leave  the  minium  or  other  impurities  behind. 

It  is  chiefly  ufed  by  the  Surgeons,  as  a catheretic, 
in  applications  to  foul  ulcers,  or  to  their  callous 
edges,  and  to  corrode  fungous  excrelcencies  or 
granulations.

REMARK. 

This  preparation,  was,  in  the  laft  Difpenfatory, 
called  Cinnabaris  fablitia.  The  mixture  of  the 
Quickfilver  and  Sulphur,  here  directed,  is  very  apt 
to  take  fire,  and  a confiderable  explofion  frequently 
happens  (especially  if  the  proceSs  is  too  haftily  con- 
duced) as  Soon  as  it  grows  Confiftent,  when  the  pot, 
or  veflel,  muft  be  immediately  cloSe  covered  with  a 
wooden  cover.  In  the  Sublimation,  alSo,  care  muft 
be  taken  to  prevent  the  matter  blocking  up  the  neck 
of  the  bolt-head.  By  introducing  at  times  an  iron 
wire.  Somewhat  heated,  into  its  neck,  the  operator 
may  be  allured  when  the  danger  of  this  is  approach- 
ing, and  prevent  mifchief,  by  cautiouily  raifing  the 
veffel  higher  from  the  fire.

The  product  is  the  Mercurius  emeticus 
flavus  of  the  former  Difpentatory,  which,  in  dofes 
to  adults  of  five  or  fix  grains,  is  an  emetic  afting 
very  brifkly,  as  the  Tranflator  has  himfelf  fenfibly 
felt;  and,  if  he  is  not  deceived,  evacuating  more

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copioufiy  than  many  of  the  fafer  emetics ; — but  it 
certainly  ought  not  to  be  employed  without  cautioq. 
and  attention.  As  an  alterative,  it  has  been  em- 
ployed, in  fmall  dofes,  like  other  preparations 
Quickfilver,  alone,  or  in  conjudtion  with  other 
remedies,  in  venereal  as  well  as  other  complaints, 
— not  unfuccefsfully. 

This  feems  to  be  very  improperly  called  Hydrar- 
gyrtis  Vitriolatus — for  the  vitriolic  acid  is  decom- 
pofed  upon  the  Quickfilver  and  its  oxygenous  part 
remains  combined  with  it  in  the  ftate  of  a true 
Oxyd — we  might  (as  the  College  ufes  the  expref- 
fion)  probably, -.call  it  Calx  Hydrargyri  flava,  if  the 
term  Calx  could\be  ftri&ly  applicable  to  a com- 
pound body — for  notwithftanding  the  white  Preci- 
pitate, which  is  at  leaft  equally  a compound  fub- 
ftanee,  is  denominated  a Calx  we  cannot  by  any 
means  allow  its  propriety. — This  obfervation  will 
alfo  apply  to  the  general  exprcfilon,  Calcination  of 
metals.

by  the  cautious  and  fkilful,  it  is  a moft  ufeful  me- 
dicine ; — by  the  ignorant,  a dangerous  poifon.

Notwithftanding  the  preceding  obfervation  I 
cannot  fuppofe  that  either  the  Iron  or  the  Copper 
is  ever  in  fuch  Quantity  as  materially  to  injure  the 
vitriolated  Zinc  as  a medicine — neither  does  the 
method  propofed  feem  the  belt  calculated  to  fepa- 
rate  them  from  the  Zinc — for  if  vitriolic  Acid  be 
added  the  Iron  or  Copper  will  be  more  likely  to  re- 
main united  to  it,  and  fo  cryftallize  together  with  the

It  has  been  fuppofed  not  mifcible  with 
water,  but  Count  Lauragais  has  fhewn  that  ten 
parts  of  Water  diflfolve  one  of  Ether,  and  that  the 
Ether  which  fwims  on  the  furface  of  Water  is  the 
i'urplus,  which  the  Water  cannot  difTolve.  It  is 
therefore  to  be  preferved,  without  Water , in  a 
phial,  the  ftopper  of  which  is  ground  exaftly  to  its 
mouth,  and  a piece  of  bladder  tied  over  it. 

Given  internally,  it  is  a powerful  tonic  and  anti- 
fpafmodic  in  dyfpepfy,  hyfteric  fpafms,  &c.  in 
dofes,  from  ip  or  12  drops,  to  3i  or  more,  oq  a 
lump  of  fugar, — or  in  fyrup,  diluted  with  water - 
which  ffiould  be  fwallowed  quick,  as  it  exhales  with 
great  celerity.

The 
mixture  is  made  moft  fafely  under  a chimney,  by 
pouring  the  acid  through  a funnel  with  a long  Item 
( bent  as  mentioned  p.  1 2 1 ) upon  the  Spirit  by  fmall 
portions  at  a time,  fhaking  the  veflel  as  foon  as  the 
effervefcence  fucceeding  each  addition  ceafes,  and 
before  any  frefh  addition  is  made. — During  the 
action  of  the  fluids  on  each  other,  the  veflel  ftiould 
be  lightly  covered  j — —if  clofe  flopped,  it  will 
burft ; — if  left  open,  the  more  valuable  parts  will 
exhale.  The  method  of  mixing  thefe  fluids,  ufed, 
by  the  very  modeft  and  ingenious  Dr.  Black,  for 
nitrous  Ether,  whether  proper  for  the  preparation 
here  intended  or  not,  deferves  to  be  mentioned,  as 
given,  it  is  faid,  by  Dr.  Webfter. 

On  two  ounces  of  the  ftrong  acid,  put  into  a 
phial,  the  Do£tor  pours,  flowly  and  gradually,  a* 
bout  an  equal  quantity  of  water ; which,  by  be- 
ing made  to  trickle  down  the  fldes  of  the  phial, 
floats  on  the  furface  of. the  acid  without  mixing 
with  it.  He  then  adds,  in  the  fame  cautious  man- 
ner, three  ounces  of  highly-redtified  fpirit  of  wine, 
which,  in  its  turn,  floats  on  the  furface  of  the 
water.  By  thefe  means  the  three  fluids  are  kept 
feparate,  on  account  of  their  fpecific  gravities,  and 
a ftfatum  of  water  is  interpoled  between  the  acid 
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and  the  fpirit.  The  phial  is  now  fet  in  a cool  place; 
the  acid  gradually  afcends,  and  the  fpirit  defcends 
through  the  water.

The  heat  muft  be  gentle,  otherwife  the  veffels 
may  be  endangered,  elpecially  if  a tubulated  re  * 
ceiver  is  not  employed.  The  mixing  the  produft 
with  Kali  is  not  here  neceffary,  as  the  College  has 
afcertained  the  quantity  to  be  drawn. 

Spirit  of  nitrous  Ether,  the  Spiritus  nitri  dulcis 
of  the  former  Difpenfatory,  has  been  long  in  ufe, 
as  an  antilpafmodic  and  diuretic,  from  twenty  drops 
to  a dram ; and,  with  proper  additions,  diaphoretic.

REMARK. 

We  have  here  but  few  formulae,  notwithdanding 
a pill  is  the  mod  convenient  form  for  the  exhibition 
of  particular  remedies.  The  objections  to  pills  are 
that  they  either  become  hard  and  infoluble  in  the 
ftomach,  or  are  decompofed  by  keeping,  and 
crumble.  By  the  method  propofed  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  remark  in  page  250  the  pills  mod  liable 
to  thofe  objections,  as  they  are  thereby  condituted 
foaps,  become  foluble  ; and  thofe,  fuch  as  the  old 
ecphraffic  pills,  which  readily  crumbled,  will  keep 
their  confidence — for  if  the  refinous  fubdances  of 
that  compofition  were  firft  rubbed  down  with  Aqua 
Kali — and  the  ferrum  vitriolatum  then  triturated 
for  a few  minutes  with  the  faponaceous  mafs  until 
the  fait  was  decompofed,  an  uniform  compound 
would  be  produced;  which,  when  the  other  in- 
gredients were  added,  might  be  made  into  pills 
that  would  always  remain  confident.

But  it  fliould 
not  be  forgotten  that  a -plafter  is  expedted  to  ftick, 
in  fome  degree,  to  the  part  on  which  it  is  applied, 
— which  this  plafter  but  too  often  will  not  do. 
Lewis  fays,  fome  of  our  induftrious  medicine- 
makers  (perhaps  having  heard  it  faid  that  plafters 
are  applications  of  little  ufe,  have  thought  a cheaper 
compofition  would  anfwer  the  purpofe,  and  have 
accordingly  added  a large  quantity  of  common 
whiting  and  hog’s  lard;  whence  it  does  not  ftick 
fo  well,  and  the  lard  is.  apt  to  become  rancid  and 
acrimonious.  Whenever  this  plafter  is  fpoiled 
either  by  the  fraud  above-mentioned,  the  igno- 
rance, or  the  lazinefs,  of  the  preparer,  in  not 
boiling  it  fufficiently, — many  other  plafters,  of 
which  this  forms  the  bafls,  will  be  deficient  in  the 
qualities  expedted  by  the  College,

N-  B.  All  the  Doles  (except  thole  of  the  Syrups,  which  maybe 
given  alone  to  Children)  are  calculated  for  an  Adult.-The 
firft  is  a common  dofe,  and  the  fecond  may  alfo  generally  be 
given  with  fafety  but  in  feveral  of  the  very  a&ive  Medi- 
cines, it  will  be  prudent  to  begin  with  the  firft  quantity* 
and  to  advance  gradually  : and,  as  a general  rule,  wherever 
a large  quantity  is  marked  for  a firft  dofe,  as  in  the  Simple 
waters,  &c.  we  may  frequently  proceed  much  higher  even 
than  the  fecond — fometimes  ad  libitum ; — but  where  the  firft 
quantity  is  fmail,  %ye  mull;  then  be  very  cautious.  We  may 
occafionally  refer  with  advantage  to  the  Materia  Medica  $ 
and  in  fome  initances  alfo  to  the  Remarks,  where  the  late 
Tranflator  has  fometimes  both  mentioned  the  dofes,  and  a 
convenient  mode  of  exhibition.
